THOMAS THORNTON, parks direc- 


tor, told a meeting of park commis- 
s i o n e r s Tuesday the referendum 
might be expanded to include devel- 
opment of six park sites and improve- 
ments at existing facilities at a cost of 
an additional $1.23 million. 


The development and improvement 


package includes projects 
already 


planned for, but not yet undertaken 
because of lack of funds, Thornton 
said. 


Commissioners said the decision to 


possibly include the other devel- 
opments in a referendum will be 
based on citizen reaction at the public 
meeting.

Arlington Heights Police Patrolman 


Alan J. Vargo was buried Wednesday.

30-day building ban 
OKd in Elk Grove 


A 30-day moratorium on the issuance of new building permits 


which involve plumbing has been imposed by the Elk Grove Village 
Board. The moratorium is to halt any additional demands on the 
village's strained water system while an engineering study is made 
to determine what effect new construction will have on the water 
system. Two trustees, Michael J. Tosto and George T. Spees, op- 
posed the moratorium, with Spees calling it a "political move." 
Residents pressured the village board for a building moratorium in 
the wake of a village sprinkling ban imposed June 2. "I think the 
moratorium Is a pacification move to a group of people who ap- 
peared at the board meeting and its need is not supported by 
evidence," Spees said. In a related matter, the village adminis- 
tration reportedly is considering recommending an across-the-board 
water rate hike in the village. A rate hike would be the first in the 
village In nearly 20 years. 


Water woes called 'serious' 


A report by Rolling Meadows City Engineer James Muldowney on 


the current water shortage in the city has termed the situation as 
"serious" and requiring immediate attention. The report includes 
recommendations on short and long-range remedies, including the 
construction of • seventh city well, acquisition of Lake Michigan 
water, requiring large commercial and industrial sites to drill shal- 
low wells for irrigation, requiring smaller flush tanks in new build- 
ings, using fillers in all existing flush boxes, revising water rates to 
charge more Instead of less as water usage increases and increases 
In the general water rates.

Unit to ask Crane aid 
in obtaining lake water 


SHARE + 3, a coalition of North- 


west suburbs trying to get Lake Mich- 
igan water, will call on U.S. Rep. 
Philip M. Crane, R-12, to help alle- 
viate area water supply problems. 


The group plans to ask Crane to 


support a bill that would permit Illi- 
nois to divert additional water from 
the lake during high water periods, 
said William H. Muhlenfeld, executive 
director of the Northwest Municipal 
Conference and liaison to SHARE + 
3 


At present, Illinois by law cannot 


divert more than 3,200 cubic feet of 
lake water per second. Total requests 
for water already ejtceed 4,000 cubic 
feet per second. 


A bill, expected to come up for a 


vote in Congress this winter, would al- 
low the state to take more water out 
of the lake during times of highwater 
levels, Muhlenfeld said. 


AN AIDE TO Crane said a meeting 


between SHARE + 3 officials and 
Crane will be set up, probably some- 
time early this fall. 


"We do not know at the moment ex- 


actly what we can do. As I under- 
stand, it (lake water diversion) could 
have an effect on Canada and neigh- 
boring states," said Earl Lewis, a 
spokesman for Crane in Arlington 
Heights. "We'll have to get some 
background and then see what we can 
do to be helpful." 


Muhlenfeld said that he has been 


told the bill has a "reasonably good 
chance of passing this year." 


HE SAID HE DID not think Crane 


could help SHARE ± 3 with its 
request to the state for a lake water 
allocation this year. The Illinois Dept. 
of Transportation is expected to an- 
nounce lake water allocations by the 
end of the year.

water is the only long-range solution 
to water shortages in the Northwest

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Plan better 4Mars life' site for Viking 2 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - The 


first color picture from Viking 1 
showed Wednesday that ancient as- 
tronomers were right — Mars is red, 
with a light blue sky. 


Scientists elated with the lander's 


success decided to send Viking 2 to a 
more northern, and more risky, site 
where there is a better chance of find- 
ing life. The second landing is set (or 
early September. 


Project director James Martin said 


it was decided to target Viking 2, now 
2 million miles from Mars, toward an 
area between 44 and SO degrees north 


because of the greater chance of find- 
ing liquid water, and therefore life 
there. 


The historic rusty hued photograph 


that Viking 1 radioed 214 million miles 
back to Earth from the cold, desolate 
desert of Mars' Chryse Basin looked 
as if the three-legged robot had been 
looking at Arizona's Painted Desert. 


The reddish color of the Martian 


soil confirmed scientific speculation 
that the red plane has had an environ- 
ment closer to that of the earth than 
the moon. 


It was noon on Mars when Viking 


took the picture and radioed it in the 
form of three color-filtered images. 
Scientists electronically formed the 
color frame much as an artist mixes 
his pigments. 


Dr. Thomas Mutch, head of the pho- 


tographic experiment, said the red- 
dish tint presumably was caused by 
the 
oxidation of iron-rich 
rocks, 


apparently at an earlier age when 
Mars had more oxygen or water in its 
atmosphere. 


Adding to the increasing storehouse 


of knowledge being gathered by Vik- 
ing 1 was the discovery Tuesday that 


the planet has about 3 per cent nitro- 
gen and 1.5 per cent argon in its car- 
bon dioxide-rich atmosphere. 


Dr. Michael McElroy of Harvard 


University said this had important im- 
plications for Mars' early history and 
suggested the planet once had the in- 
gredients necessary for the devel- 
opment of life. 


Biologists hope Viking's three life 


detection experiments will answer the 
ages-old question of whether life ex- 
ists on Mars. The first biology data is 
expected in about three weeks. 


After observing the color image, 


Mutch said, "The odds (of finding life) 
certainly haven't been going down 
since Viking landed." 


"Isn't that lovely," 
Mutch ex- 


claimed when he first saw the color 
shot on monitors at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory. 


Although the soil was red, the rocks 


littering the landscape had a gray or 
greenish cast which Mutch said could 
result from various weathering pro- 
cesses. He said the greenish cast 
raises some questions because differ- 
ent chemical processes would be in- 


volved in producing the two types of 
minerals. 


A black and white picture stored in 


the lander's tape recorder and trans- 
mitted back early Wednesday showed 
windblown sediment piling against 
small boulders. 
The picture was 


recorded shortly after sunrise on 
"Sol" 1, the first full day of Viking on 
Mars. The sun was low in the eastern 
sky and the shadows from the rocks 
were distinct. 


"It's nice to know the sun rises in 


the east and sets in the west," Mutch 
said. 


British envoy to Ireland 
killed by exploding mine 


DUBLIN, Ireland (UPI) — Sus- 


pected Irish Republican Army ex- 
tremists killed Britain's flamboyant 
ambassador to Ireland Wednesday by 
exploding a mine under his official 
car. The blast also killed a woman 
secretary and seriously wounded the 
chauffeur and a top British civil ser- 
vant in Ireland. 


Ambassador 
Christopher 
Ewart- 


Biggs, 54, whose aristocratic bearing 
was enhanced by a black monocle 
worn over the right eye he lost in the 
battle of Alamem, arrived in Dublin 
only on July 8 to end what he called 
the British hibernation since London's 
embassy was burned in 1972. 


Killed with him was Judith Cooke, 


27 She was secretary to Brian Cub- 
bon, permanent secretary to the 
Northern Ireland Office, who was se- 
riously injured. The ambassador's 
chauffeur, Brian O'Driscoll, a mar- 
ried man with two young children, 
also was gravely wounded. 


The Sinn Fein, political wing of the 


IRA, condemned the killers "without 


reservation." 


Police sources said the bombing 


"bore all the hallmarks of an IRA at- 
tack," however, and Irish Foreign Min 
ister Garret Fitzgerald said "the most 
likely (perpetrator) would seem to be 
the Provisional IRA or groups of that 
type." The government offered a 
$36,000 reward for the murderers. 


Ewart-Biggs was en route to a 


meeting at the embassy with Fitzger- 
ald when the explosion occurred. 


The IRA launched a campaign of 


violence seven years ago to try to 
unite British-ruled Northern Ireland 
with the Irish Republic. Since then 
1,585 persons have been killed by 
bombs and bullets in Northern Ire- 
land. Ewart-Biggs was believed to be 
the first British diplomat killed in the 
Irish Republic since the Irish War of 
Independence ended in 1921. 


The bomb, estimated by police to 


h a v e contained several hundred 
pounds of explosives, was planted in a 
pipe under the roadway leading from 
Ewart-Biggs' official residence. It

Stranded Yanks may leave S. Viet 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Vietnam 


has agreed to allow all Americans 
stranded in that country at the end of 
the war to leave beginning Aug. 1 and 
take their Vietnamese families with 
them, it was disclosed Wednesday. 


Sens. Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., 


and George McGovern, D-S.D., rcr 
leased similar telegrams from the 
Vietnamese ambassador in Paris, Vo 
Van Sung, announcing the govern- 
ment had authorized the departure of 


all the Americans, their wives and 
children. 


The announcement came as State 


Department and Congressional offi- 
cials accused Vietnamese government 
officials of not fulfilling promises that 
the 'stranded Americans would be 
allowed to leave. 


There was no exact figure on the 


Americans remaining in Vietnam nor 
of the number of wives and children.

Montgomery, 


D-Miss., chairman of the House Select 


Committee on Missing Persons in 
Southeast Asia, estimated the number 
of Americans as at least 40. 


The telegram said- 
"Americans 


blocked in South Vietnam will be au- 
thorized to leave South Vietnam, ac- 
cording to their wishes, and with their 
wives and children beginning Aug 1, 
1976, with the help of the United Na- 
tions High Commission on Refugees " 


At a meeting of Montgomery's com- 


mittee earlier in the day, the con- 
gressman and Philip Habib, under- 


secretary of state for political affairs, 
accused the Vietnamese of reneging 
on promises to let the Americans 
leave. 


"Despite assurances given to this 


committee by North Vietnamese offi- 
cials that all Americans would be free 
to leave, a substantial number are 
still stranded in Saigon," Habib said. 
"There were recent reports that an- 
other group of Americans would be 
coming out, but this had not hap- 
pened." 


14 hostages held at Wisconsin State Prison 


WAUPUN, Wis. (UPI) - Convicts 


at the Wisconsin State Prison seized 
14 hostages Wednesday in a "bicen- 
tennial revolution" and holed up on 
the top floor of a penitentiary build- 
ing. 


State officials began negotiations 


with the convicts in an effort to free 
their captives. 


The discussions started after the 


convicts released one of the hostages 
with a list of demands and after two 
or three of the leaders met outside the 
building with Warden James Math- 
ews. 


Sheriff Edwin Nehls said about 75 


inmates were involved in the takeover 
of a three-story industrial building on 
the west side of the prison. None was 
believed to be armed. 


All of the hostages were men. Jo- 


seph Scislowicz, public information of- 
ficer for the state Department of 
Health and Social Services, said three 
of them were civilians and the rest 
were guards. The guards taken hos- 
tage, he said, did not carry guns. 


Nehls said the convicts' demands 


were not specific, but included a 
request to meet with Gov. Patrick J. 
Lucey. A representative of Luccy's 
office, Ronald SanFelippo of the Divi- 


sion of Emergency Government, was 
taking part in the discussions 


A Molotov cocktail was thrown at a 


guard tower and flammable liquids 
were dropped from windows. The re- 
s u i t i n g fires were quickly ex- 
tinguished. 


The inmates leaned out of windows 


most of the afternoon and displayed 
signs reading. "Bicentennial Revolu- 
tion," "Stop Treating Us Like Dogs," 
"Two Inmates Beaten," "Time to 
Think and Free Us Now," and "Cau- 
tion — Congressmen at Play." The 
latter sign was printed on a "Children 
at Play" roadsign and carried a 


drawing of a boy and girl. 


Nehls said food was being taken to 


both the inmates and the hostages. 


The building involved was a stone 


structure which houses shops and 
storage facilities for paint and chem- 
icals. The rebelling prisoners were 
confined to the top floor. 


Nehls said he thought the disturb- 


ance started as "a spur of the mo- 
ment thing." 


Police and sheriffs officers from 


many nearby counties were called to 
the prison and the Wisconsin National 
Guard Armory was being used to 
coordinate efforts.

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Illinois briefs 
Judge orders HEW 
to act on bias case 


A federal judge in Washington has ordered the Dept. of Health, 


Education and Welfare to begin enforcement proceedings against 
Chicago and five other city school districts for violating school 
desegregation requirements, it was learned Wednesday. An aide to 
U.S. District Court Judge John J. Srrica said the court gave HEW 60 
days to finish investigating the Joliet and Maywood school districts 
for alleged violations of the 1964 Civil Rights Act. And the ruling, 
issued late Tuesday, also called for HEW to determine if the Ca- 
hokia school district is still in violation of Title VI, and if so, to 
begin enforcement proceedings against it as well. Title VI prohibits 
federal aid to schools that discriminate on the basis of race, color 
or national origin The four Illinois districts were among a total of 
46 which Sirica cited. The order does not mean HEW must cut off 
funds immediately, but must begin "enforcement proceedings," 
which Includes scheduling hearings, hearing appeals and other due 
process requirements before actual cut offs can be made. Chicago 
and five other school districts had been found ineligible to receive 
federal funds under the Emergency School Aid Act because of 
"various discriminatory practices," Sirica ruled. The other dis- 
trict in Los Angeles; Rochester, N.Y., Richmond, Calif.; Jeffer- 
•onville, Ind., and Princeton, Ohio. 


Chamber asks school aid veto 


The Illinois State Chamber of Commerce Wednesday asked Gov. 


Daniel Walker to veto the major school-aid formula bill passed 
during the spring legislative session. The measure (H3518) was 
sponsored by Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie, and would make several 
changes in the formula. "This measure started out as a sincere 
effort to help school districts with fiscal problems caused by declin- 
ing enrollments, but later was substantially amended to reallocate 
additional state dollars among school districts with no regard to 
efficiency." the chamber told Walker in a letter. "A patchwork job 
on an extremely complex formula is not in the best interests of the 
schools of this state, the taxpayers, or most of all the children." 
Jaffe's bill is the only major formula bill that survived the spring 
session. Walker is expected to act on the major school aid mea- 
sures — including Jaffe's bill and two major appropriations bills — 
late this week or early next week. 


Kidnaped Florida child found 
An 18-month-old boy, kidnaped June 29 in Florida, was found un- 


harmed and in good spirits in a southern Illinois cornfield early 
Wednesday, authorities said. Bryan Constantino had been taken 
from the West Palm Beach, Fla., Social Economical Services Agen- 
cy facility. He was found walking around in the cornfield by Ed 
Downen, who lives in a rural area near Shawneetown. The boy was 
turned over to the Illinois Children and Family Services Agency in 
Harrisburg, and Florida authorities were notified. 


Scandal figure resigns post 


State Rep. Robert Craig, D-Danville, Wednesday stepped aside 


temporarily as chairman of a legislative commission but vowed, 
despite his recent conviction in the cement truck bribery trial, to 
attend and take part in commission meetings. "Until my situation 
is resolved," said Craig in opening the Motor Vehicle Laws Com- 
mission meeting, "with the advice of my attorneys, I'm temporar- 
ily stepping down as chairman, but I'll still be voting and every- 
thing." Craig emphasized he is not quitting as commission chair- 
man but merely handing the gavel to Rep. Frank Giglio, D-Calumet 
City, until his legal woes are over. The commission did not take an 
Official vote at Wednesday's meeting. 


Craig and four other lawmakers were found guilty June 25 by a 


federal court jury of taking part in a bribery scheme to allow 
heavier cement trucks on Illinois highways. Craig also faces fede- 
ral charges in another case.

Chief U S. District Court Judge James B Parsons, accepted the 
pleas from the men who earlier had pleaded not guilty. The 12 were 
among 50 executives and 23 corporations indicted last Feb. 18 on 
charge* they conspired to fix prices on cardboard cartons. They 
face maximum sentences of one year in prison and $50.000 fines. 
Twenty of the corporations charged in the alleged scheme pleaded 
no tontest earlier this week and were fined $30,000 each. Another 22 
of the corporations and 48 of the executives have filed requests to 
change their pleas from innocent to no contest. Parsons will consid- 
er more requests Thursday. 


Petition investigators 
accused of intimidation

State elections board officials who 


are checking names of persons who 
signed petitions circulated by the Coa- 
lition for Political Honesty were ac- 
cused Wednesday of intimidating and 
harassing petition passers. 


Patrick Quinn, one of the organizers 


of the group, said he had received 
calls from a number of persons active 
in the drive to collect signatures who 
said they felt harassed by Illinois 
Board of Elections researchers. 


Franklin Lunding, chairman of the 


elections board, said the 10 persons 
who are working to authenticate the 
petitions have been instructed to be 
polite. 


"We are not trying to harass any- 


one, we are trying to determine if the 
signatures on the petitions are valid. 
I'll fire anyone who harasses people," 
he said. 


LUNDING SAID the researchers 


are talking with persons who obtained 
a large number of signatures on peti- 
tions to have three constitutional 
amendments aimed at strengthening 
state ethics laws on the ballot. The 
coalition's efforts currently are being 
challenged in court by a group of per- 
sona who drafted the 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution. 


"They are asking leading questions 


attempting to disqualify signatures 
from the petitions," Quinn charged. 
He said the group might consider tak- 
ing legal actions to block further in- 
terviews with the elections board rep- 
resentatives. 


"If they wanted to ask questions, 


they should call a hearing and have 
the people who passed the petitions 
come in and testify," Quinn added. 


He also challenged the authority of 


the board to make the inquiry. 


"THEY HAD UNTIL May 11 to re- 


ceive protests over the signatures. 
That time is long past. Now they 
should just certify the signatures," he 
stated. 


The group needed 375,000 signa- 


tures, but actually collected over 
630,000 names for the amendments. 
The amendments will ban legislators 
from collecting pay in advance, prohi- 
bit double dipping — holding two pub- 
lic jobs — and strengthen the conflict- 
of-interest law. 


Two of the persons questioned by 


the election board officials this week 
said they objected to the procedure. 


Walter Biernet of Chicago said 


while the two researchers were not 
rude, he questioned their authority to 
conduct their investigation. 


"THEY WANTED to know if I asked 


all these people if they were regis- 
tered voters and questions like this," 
said Biernet, who is active in the 23rd 
Ward Republican Organization. 


Louis Savage of Palos Hills said the 


researchers who contacted him had 
told his daughter they were working 
with the coalition to get his work ad- 
dress. 


"They asked all sorts of questions, 


anything they could to get the names 
thrown off the petitions," he added. 
Savage said he collected more than 
1,000 signatures himself in the effort. 


"SOME PEOPLE might be threat- 


ened by the procedures. This might 
discourage people from getting in- 
volved if they know they might get 
interrogated later on," Savage added. 


He said the two men who questioned 


him were John Morrissey and William 
Wrech. 


Lunding said all of the persons who 


are collecting information about the 
petitions are either regular elections 
board employes or temporary work- 
ers who have been thoroughly trained 
on procedures. 


Lunding said he intends to contact

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•New welfare 
rules OKd 
by toivnship 


Social service personnel approving 


persons for general assistance pay- 
ments in Wheeling Township will be 
guided by new rules adopted this 
week by township auditors. 


The township's social service de- 


partment had been using guidelines 
formulated by the Illinois Dept. of 
Public Aid, Many of those provisions 
were included in the township's policy 
for the distribution of $178,050 in the 
I97B-77 general assistance budget. 


The new guidelines, containing sev- 


eral additions and corrections sub- 
mitted by human services coordinator 
Churlene Hawthorne, now go to Town- 
ship Atty. Richard Cowen for his re- 
view 


THE TOWNSHIP guidelines are di- 


vided into five categories: general as- 
sistance, medical care, medically in- 
digent, 
rights 
of 
applicants and 


recipients, and respectable burial ar- 
rangements. 


Much of the auditors' discussion 


centered on problems of youths and 
non-English speaking persons apply- 
ing for general assistance. 


The auditors deleted a sentence in 


the proposed guidelines that would 
have "urged" non-English speaking 
applicants "to obtain the assistance of 
an interpreter in completing the appli- 
cation form and the interview." 


Auditor William Reed suggested the 


township should provide such an inter- 
preter, but Auditor Ray DeMacrtc- 
Ijiere questioned whether the guide- 
lines "should saddle the township with 
the duly of finding an interpreter." 


Township Supervisor Ethel Kolerus 


assured the auditors the township's 
MK-ial service workers "already make 
every effort to get an interpreter" for 
those unable to speak or understand 
Knglish. Such help is often found at 
Northwest Opportunity Center. 


V\OTIIi;it qi'K.STION arose over 


the statement in the proposed guide- 
lines that "parents are legally respon- 
sible for providing support for chil- 
dren under 21 years of age." De- 
Maertclum'. a lawyer in private 
practice, said his experience in di- 
vorce litigation shows that parents 
can be. but are not necessarily legally 
responsible for their children. 


Mrs. Kolerus said the age support 


definition was used by the state in 
welfare matters and was necessary to 
discourage some adolescents 
from 


seeking public aid. 


'More and more emancipated chil- 


dren are leaving home today and pos- 
sibly could come here tomorrow (ask- 
ing) to be set up by us in food and 
rent rather than take out the garbage 
and do a few things at home," Mrs. 
Kolerus suid. 


Tht1 age limits of parental support 


were referred to Cowen. 


The township guidelines also include 


provisions requiring applicants to liq- 
uidate their capital assets such as 
boats, campers, valuables or jewelry 
to first meet their needs before apply- 
ing for general assistance from the 
township. 


The guidelines also provide for the 


township financing burial should the 
deceased not l>e covered by either vet- 
erans' benefits or Social Security.

in New York for the Bicentennial."

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Jim Mack runs to keep 'freedom' 


Very few disappointing moments 


have occurred for me since The Her- 
ald began publishing this column last 
December But today I must inform 
you about one of them 


You might remembei an article 


about Jim Mack which appeared here 
less than two weeks ago 


Jim Is 31 years old He lived his 


teen-age years in these Northwest 
suburbs 


Then he went bad and for the past 


10 years. Jim has shuffled himself 
from one crime to another, and from 
one prison or jail into the next 


Nevertheless, Jim received the 


chance to come clean He was re- 
leased this month from Cook County 
Jail, pending an appearance last Ft i- 
day in the Hoffman Estates branch of 
circuit court 


I spent four hours with him two 


weeks ago. Jim said his life had been 
worth nothing and he concluded, " 
I want to say that I ve accomplished 
something Up to this point, I ve done 
nothing ' 


MM hAID he wanted to woik with 


young people 
! watched for signs of bitterness, or 


for evidence that Jim was a volcano 
looking for someplace to erupt 


But he showed none of those tcnden 


cies Instead, he appeared to be a 
man who sincerely wanted one more 
chance to redeem something from his 
slipshod life 


Perhaps he stilt does But there is 


some doubt now about his methods 


Jim Mack did not attend couit last 


Friday He became scaled and ihosc 


Today 


Mike 


Klein's 
people 


to run again Jim copped out 


His family said that Jim had writ- 


ten a letter to me It arrived early 
this week and, in part, that July 15 
letter said 


"DEAIt MIKE, 
"Ai> fate would have it, I .nust leave 


the State of Illinois Just ou' of plain 
fear for what they will try to do to me 
if I go to court 


"I was hoping to see moie response 


from the article so that I would have 
something to show the court At least 
let them see that I was trying to ac- 
complish something good But they 
are only concerned with results and 
not with good intentions 


"Freedom is the most important 


thing now Because if the people of 
Illinois feel they don t need or want 
my .services 
then I will have a 


chance to give the same offer to 
people in another area 


"I would like to have stayed here to 


offei help to the people I grew up 
with, but people will not foigivc or 
forget But thcic are people in other 
parts of this country who know me 
only as an honest citizen and truly like 


me So this is where I must go I need 
trust and faith to accomplish any- 
thing " 


HE CONCLUDED, in part, "I want 


to thank you for your help and for 
being a friend No once can say you 
didn't try. But as we found out, trying 
to change a legend is difficult" 


I finished reading the letter and 


then spoke with Jim's brother, Jere, 
who also is disappointed 


"He was looking to that article too 


much," Jere said. "I told him, 'Don't 
hope for too much. You'll have to do 
it yourself' 


' That's his problem He expects re- 


sults too fast," Jere said "I've been 
working long enough to know it 
doesn't go that way I tried to tell him 
that, but he thinks things should hap- 
pen right away. 


"Even when he was mamed, he ex- 


pected everything too quick," Jere 
said. "Money problems would frus- 
trate him. Hell, I have money prob- 
lems every day 


"There's nothing I can do now You 


try to help him along, but he's his 
own person He's got to do things him- 
self Sometimes, it's like talking to a 
little lad." 


Jere said that Jim had sought to 


take a lawyer into court last Friday. 
But the lawyers with whom he spoke 
wanted $300 cash upfront, then $200 
later

The way we see it 
County home rule study 
needs to be examined 


Cook County officials seemed 


to waste no time this week look- 
ing for a place to file the long 
overdue report of the county 
board's home rule study com- 
mission. 


Several issues are raised by 


the report, which was developed 
to set some parameters for the 
county board's use of the home 
rule power granted under the 
1970 
Illinois Constitution. They 


should be disposed of and not 
lot'l to simmer. 


First it appears possible the 


efforts of the commission svill be 
wasted. 


Second, the report seems to 


present some far-fetched ideas 
for 
the 
future 
financing of 


county government operations. 


The potpourri of new taxes — 
ranging from off-track betting 
to gasoline taxes — is not ac- 
companied by any estimates of 
revenue that would be produced. 


The report includes a proposal 


to begin electing the 16 members 
of the county board by districts. 
This might not be a bad idea, 
but the last time the Chicago 
Democrats who dominate the 
county tried to draw a boundary 
map, a number of independent 
congressmen nearly found them- 
selves out of a job. We are con- 
cerned that a district plan would 
be used to rob the suburbs of the 
representation they now have in 
county government.

Lighter side 


Israeli raid needed even 
if casualties were higher

President Ford sent a letter to Is- 


rael's prime minister expressing his 
"satisfaction"; Helmut Schmidt told 
Yitzhak Rabin by cable of the West 
German government's "gratification' 
and relief." France has chosen the 
unsplendid isolation of silence. Brit- 
ain, in the harassed mutter which is 
its diplomatic accent in this era of its 
economic dependency, said only that 
it was pleased the Entebbe hostages' 
lives had been saved. 


That Israel's feat of arms in En- 


tebbe was legitimate seems reason- 
ably clear, for all the usual obscurity 
of international law. Gen. Amin com- 
plains that Israel committed an act of 
war against Uganda by landing troops 
at his capital's airport and rescuing 
the hostages by force of arms. But if 
Gen. Amin's troops were helping the 
hijackers — and the rescued hostages' 
evidence suggests that they were — 
his government had already com- 
mitted an act of war against Israel 
(and against France and Britain, both 
of which had their citizens among the 
last group of hostages). 


The Israeli action might have been 


justified in international law even if 
Gen. Amin had genuinely been trying, 
which he was not, to free the hostages 
without satisfying the hijackers' de- 
mands. Many people believe that a 
country has the right to rescue its citi- 
zens from another country if they are 
in danger and if the government of 
the country where it is happening 
seems to be incapable of saving them. 
Even if Gen. Amin had wanted to res- 
cue the hostages from the Entebbe 
terrorists ,it is doubtful whether his 
army had the special counter-terrorist 
training needed to do it. 


One precedent for the Israeli action 


at Entebbe was the Belgian-American 
airborne operation in 1965 which res- 
cued 1,400 people from Stanleyville, in 
the Congo, when the Congo govern- 
ment was powerless to help them. 
Other countries have done similar 
things on other occasions. Actions of 
this kind are not violations of Article 
2(4) of the United Nations charter, 
which tries to define when the use of 
force is illegal, unless they affect the 
"territorial integrity or political inde- 
pendence" of the country concerned; 
and the Entebbe raid leaves Uganda 
territorially whole and politically in- 
dependent, if quite properly crestfal- 
len. 


To be sure, the Israelis were lucky 


at Entebbe. It was only just within the 
reach of their aircraft, even allowing 
for a refueling stop at Nairobi on the 
way back. To find the airport in the 
dark, land three large planes on it 
and still surprise the hijackers and 
the Ugandans is something no plan- 
ning staff could have counted on — 
even using Israeli officers who had 
once worked at Entebbe. That only 
three of the hostages were killed in 
the fight is a minor miracle. The Is- 
raelis would probably have faced 
tougher opposition if the hijackers had 
been able to take the captured air- 
liner to Algeria or Libya; they would 
face tougher opposition if the oper- 
ation had to be tried again in Uganda. 


The next time — and there probably 


will be a next time — the hijackers 
may carry their victims beyond even 
the farthest range of Israeli rescuers 
(and 
will another government then 


match the political decisiveness and 
military skill of the Israelis?) 


ALL THIS WILL eventually temper 


the Israelis' first exhilaration over 
their success at Entebbe. Yet the 
harsh truth remains true: that this 
operation would have been justified 
even if it had not gone so cleanly, and 
more of the hostages had lost their 


lives; and future operations of the 
same kind will be justified even if the 
casualties are heavier. 


There are two objectives in dealing 


with terrorists who take hostages and 
use them to make unacceptable de- 
mands. The first is to save as many 
of the hostages as possible. The other 
is to make sure that the terrorists' 
hostages tactic fails, which will not 
always be compatible with the first, 
but many nevertheless have to take 
precedence over it.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Now that 


Jimmy Carter has been duly an- 
nointed as the Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate, political analysts are 
saying he faces problems reminiscent 
of those that confronted the late Pres- 
ident Kennedy at the outset ol the 1960 
campaign. 


Just as certain voters then had mis- 


givings about Kennedy's Catholicism, 
certain voters now feel uneasy about 
Carter's Southernism. 


Here are some of the fears and sus- 


picions, mostly groundless, that hive 
arisen: 


• If Carter is elected, he may turn 


the White House rose garden into a 
peanut patch. 


• Secret plans have been made to 


have the Marine Band replace its ar- 
rangement of "Hail to the Chief' with 
a rousing chorus of "Dixie." 


• Carter might change the U.S. 


Motto from "E Pluribus Unum" to 
"The South Shall Rise Again." 


Some pundits have suggested that 


Carter deal with those qualms at an 
air-clearing session similar to Kenne- 
dy's meeting with Baptist ministers in 
Houston. 


FAIR ENOUGH. The question is, 


what form should such a confrontation 
take? 


It has been my experience that mis- 


conceptions about the South are large- 
ly okraphobic. Which is to say they 
are based on an illogical aversion to 
okra. 


Being unable to understand why 


southerners eat okra, outlanders come 
to view southerners themselves with 
suspicion. Which can hamper the ef- 
forts of southern politicians to gain 
a national following. 


It is my belief that if Carter were to 


appear before a panel of Yankee gour- 
mets and answer their questions fully 
and forthrightly, it would gd a long 
way toward dispelling such concerns. 


Some of the questions he could an- 


ticipate are: 


Q. Why do southerners speak so 


slowly? 


A. The soolted southern drawl de- 


veloped because the colonists who set- 
tled in that region happened to have 
slow ears. The average southerner 
does not hear as fast as people else- 
where do. So the tempo of their 
speech has slackened accordingly. 


Q. What about the insect problem? 
A. The South has some trouble with 


bowl weevils, an insect that chews up 
cereal and salad bowls, but otherwise 
the problem is no worse than any- 
where else. 


Q. Is cornpone dangerous? 
A. If accidentally dropped on the 


foot, cornpone xan cause external in- 
juries. But if taken internally, it is 
perfectly harmless. 


Q. What causes red-eye gravy? 
A. When someone with a hangover 


tries to fry country ham, the salty 
fumes arising from the skillet make 
his or her eyes water. Some of the 
moisture may drop into the pan, 
creating the phenomenon known as 
red-eye gravy.

ni.MiiK fuel prices overshadowed a general easing in the rate of 


increase for food costs in June, driving the over-all cost of living up 
n 5 per cent, the government said Wednesday. Economists general- 
ly agreed that Americans can expect "more of the same" in the 
way of inflation in the months ahead. The June consumer price rise 
- the second largest of the year — represented a slight decline 
from the 0.6 per cent increase recorded in May. Translated into a 
yearly figure, this would mean annual inflation rate of 6 per cent. 
The Labor Dept. said inflation rose 6.1 per cent as a whole for the 
spring quarter. April through June. This compares with a 2.9 per 
cent increase in the first three months of this year. The Labor 
Dcpt said a steep rise — 1.9 per cent — in prices for gasoline, 
heating oil, coal, electricity and natural gas accounted for almost 
one-third of the over-all increase in the Consumer Price Index.

shows mixed opinion on the necessity 
for employe dress codes. Although 
business surveys turn up written or 
unwritten dress codes at most com- 
panies, the traditional business suit is 
giving way to sport coats, turtlenecks 
and leisure suits, 


Wilfred VonMayr, personnel direc- 


tor at Harper College in Palatine, 
said the college's dress code consists 
of one sentence: "Decency and good 
taste are the only guidelines. 


"We do not care to have short- 


shorts and halters, but if they feel it's 
decency and good taste, we can't do 
anything about it," VonMayr said. 


"MEN DONT HAVE to wear suits 


and ties," the personnel director said. 
"It's more individual taste than the 
nature of the job." Exceptions include 
uniforms provided as a convenience to 
maintenance workers. 


Employes are free to set their own 


standards for attire at the Speedfam 
Corp., in Des Plaines, a machine tool 
manufacturer.

Volcanos clear island of snakes 


Andy «end« the Encyclopaedia Brit- 


annlca's 1976 Yearbook of Science and 
the Future to Nancy Berge, 13, of Min- 
ion. Iowa, for her question: 
WHY ARE THERE NO SNAKES IN 
NEW ZEALAND? 


Many scientists now believe that at 


one time all the land on earth was. 
joined in one Targe land mass. Slowly, 
over a period of 200 million years, the 
continents drifted apart. Islands ap- 
peared and disappeared. Strange as it 
may seem, this has quite a bit to do 
with why there are no native snakes 
in New Zealand. Meandering conti- 
nents take their animal and plant life 
with them on their global tours. But 
many forms of life fail to reach iso- 
lated ocean islands. 


In the blue Pacific Ocean, some 


8,400 miles southwest of California, 
floats the island country of New Zea- 
land. The country consists of two 
main islands and dozens of much 
smaller islands All together, the total 
land area is just about equal to that of 
Colorado And like Colorado, it has 
glistening, snow-capped mountains, 
lush, forested slopes and gem like 
lakes. But unlike Colorado, New Zea- 
land Is surrounded by water, and the 
closest land — Australia — lies some 
1,200 miles away. 


MARK TRAIL 


Millions of years ago New Zealand 


was connected to the continent of Aus- 
tralia, which was itself a portion of 
one huge super-continent. Gradually 
this great land mass cracked and 
pieces drifted away to become our 
present-day continents. Whole chains 
of ocean islands rose and sank during 
this time. The portion of Australia 
that was to become New Zealand 
drifted to the southeast, but as yet it 
was not an island but rather an under- 
water land mass. 


In time, fiery volcanoes erupted 


again and again to build up New Zea- 
land to the status of a sure-enough is- 
land. And as time passed plants and 
animate began to establish temselves. 
Fossil remains show that the plants 
and animals that lived during this pe- 
riod were primitive, old-style life 
forms. But the island was still young, 
and changes were still to take place. 


Later, during the northern ice ages, 


New Zealand sank down below the 
surface of the ocean. Perhaps the 
peaks of the tallest volcanoes re- 
mained above the surface to become 
refuges for a few animals, but most of 
the wildlife was destroyed. 
Once 


again the volcanoes went to work and 
in time the land was built up. 


Nature repopulated these new is- 


lands with a wondrous assortment of 
plants and animals. Most of these new 
tenants came from faraway conti- 
nents — perhaps on bits of floating 
debris. No snakes arrived, however, 
probably because they could not crawl 
across the water or were not strong 
enough to swim the wide expanse of 
ocean. 


Because of its isolation from the 


other continents, New Zealand has 
some forms of plant and animal life 
not found anywhere else. The kiwi, 
tui, bellbird and the kea are but a few 
of its unique birds. New Zealand's 
only reptile — the tuatara — lives in 
no other location. Scientists estimate 
that the tuatara should have become 
extinct 100 million years ago. Seems 
he fooled even the experts.

er metals are often added to give 
bronze certain characteristics. For 
example, statues frequently are made 
of bronze with lead added, as are arti- 
cles which need to be lubricated, such 
as bearings. Most things made of 
bronze last a long time. If exposed to 
t h e weather, 
the shiny surface 


changes to a warm brown color or is 
covered by a green film. 


Silicon bronze is copper with from 1 


to 3 per cent silicon added, along with 
small amounts of iron, nickel or 
manganese. This alloy resists even 
the corrosive action of harsh chem- 
icals, and so it is used for chemical 
containers. Another bronze alloy may 
contain from five to 10 per cent alumi- 
num. Some aluminum bronzes can be 
hardened until they are as strong as 
steel.

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Suburb homes for low-income families

Tow-Income (amities will be able to 
afford apartment homes in the sub- 
urbs under a new housing subsidy 
plan that gets started in northern 
Cook County Aug. 4. 


The Housing Authority of the Coun- 


ty of Cook will begin taking appli- 
cations on that date for housing assis- 
tance that will place low-income fami- 
lies in existing suburban apartment 
buildings. The plan will pay up to 85 
per cent of the rent for qualified fami- 
lies. 


Participants will have to pay no 


more than 15 to 25 per cent of their 
gross income for housing — rent plus 
utilities. The Cook County housing au- 
thority pays the balance directly to 
the landlord. 


Cook County housing authority offi- 


cials will be accepting applications for 
rent assistance at 9 a.m. Aug. 4 at the 
Rand Park Fieldhouse, 2025 Miner St., 
Des Plaincs. 


RESIDENTS OF and workers in 


suburban Cook County (north of De- 
von Avenue and outside the City of 
Evanston) whose incomes are at or 
below the specified maximums are in- 
vited to apply. 


Applications will be taken, eval- 


uated and housing assistance awarded 


on a first-come, first-served basis. 


Scott Lancelot, field representative 


for the Cook County housing author- 
ity, says there is enough money avail- 
able to help low-income families pay 
the rent at 76 apartments across 
northern Cook County. 


The U.S. Dept of Housing and Ur- 


ban Development, which sponsors the 
Section 8 housing assistance program, 
has given the housing authority $8 
million to run the plan for five years. 


PERSONS WHO participate in the 


program must find their own apart- 
ment at a rent that does not exceed 
the maximum established by the 
housing authority. 


Landlord participation in the pro- 


gram is voluntary. Apartment owners 
and managers can contact Cook Coun- 
ty housing authority if they are inter- 
ested in joining the program, or for 
additional information. 


The Section 8 plan has benefits for 


the low-income family and the land- 
lord as well as the community, Lance- 
lot says. Northern Cook County is the 
last section of the county to be includ- 
ed in the plan. 


"So far it seems to be working pret- 


ty well in other parts of Cook County. 
Most of the applications are being 
made where the family already lives. 


But participants are not restricted to 
any geographic area. They can choose 
an apartment anywhere they want to 
go in Cook County where we have ju- 
risdiction," he said. 


PERSONS MAY use the subsidy for 


apartment rent anywhere in Cook 
County except Chicago, Oak Park, 
Lansing or Cicero, communities not 
governed by Cook County housing au- 
thority. 


For the landlord, Section 8 means a 


guaranteed rental income, greater 
stability among tenants and a guaran- 
teed annual rent increase to keep up 
with fair market values, Lancelot 
said. 


"The rent is guaranteed by contract 


and for many landlords, this is far 
more insurance than they have had 
previously. 


"He's also guaranteed an annual in- 


crease in rent to the fair market 
price. We'll absorb the increase, rath- 
er than the family, if their income 
doesn't go up. 


"THE LANDLORD also is entitled 


'to special adjustments for something 
that affects landlords as a class — 
property tax hikes or utility increases, 
for example. 


"In the event a family breaks the 


lease, or has to be evicted, we will 


A few rules to help 


Common sense can make 
for happy apartment 
life 


Living in an apartment can be a pleasant experience 


if everyone knows the rules and follows them. But if 
even one tenant is inconsiderate, he can make things 
fairly miserable for everyone else. 


"Apartment rules amount to a common-sense effort 


lo avoid problems that can come up with many people 
living in the same building, and to solve problems when 
they arise," explains William D. Sally, vice president of 
Bnird 4 Warner, Inc. 


Since apartment complexes vary, and specific rules 


may change from building to building, it's a good idea 
!o find out what the rules are when you move into a 
new building, and then do your best to follow them. 


RKKORK YOU move in. check with the management 


to find out when the apartment will be ready and where 
and when you can pick up the key. Sometimes, but not 
always, you can move into the apartment a few days 
early, but you have to work this out with the manager. 


"It's n good idea to check ahead to make sure the 


party who now lives in the apartment has moved out," 
Sally noted. "You don't want to arrive at your new 
plucc only to find that it hasn't been vacated. A profes- 
sional manager will let you know about this in advance, 
but it's still a good idea to call ahead and check if you 
haven't heard anything." 


Kind out what entrance you must use to move in 


furnishings. If the building has an elevator, contact the 
manager or the official mover for the building to learn 
when you can reserve it. 


"This is important," Sally said. "During peak moving 


periods, such as May 1 and Oct. I, the moving traffic 
can get pretty heavy. Even if you're a do-it-yourself 
mover, you must reserve elevator lime and be sure not 
to exceed It, or else you'll throw the party behind you 
off schedule." Also, make sure the furniture you plan to 
move will fit the elevator and the apartment. 


DON'T BE YOUR own decorator. In most cases, your 


new apartment will be freshly decorated by the time 
you move in. Most building managers will offer you a 
choice of light colors, because these are the easiest to 
paint over. 


If you deckle to tlo custom decorating, such as apply- 


ing dark colors, wallpapers, or other unusual treat- 
ments, you'll be expected to restore the apartment to 
Its original condition when you move, or else pay for 
tho restoration. 


"Removing wallpaper and painting over a dark sur- 


face can be expensive, so we advise against such treat- 
ments unless you're willing lo pay for the restoration," 
Siilly said. 


Garbage disposals need special attention. If you live 


In an apartment with garbage cans on the back porch, 
Just make sure the lids arc on tight. If you live In a 
building where you have to carry the garbage down the 
hall, make sure the refuse is tightly wrapped to avoid 
soiling the hall floor. 


IK YOU OWN a washing machine or dryer, better 


forget about Installing them in your apartment. Most 
building managers won't allow It, because they con- 
sum* too much water and are a noise nuisance. You're 
better off using the laundry room in the building. 


"By the same token, don't wash anything in your 


apartment that doesn't belong there," Sally said. 
"When a tenant smelted gasoline fumes, we in- 
vestigated ud found another tenant washing his mo- 


torcycle with gasojine in the bathtub. He and his mo- 
torcycle were asked to leave." 


Speaking of flammablcs, don't store any dangerous 


fluids or chemicals in your apartment or storage lock- 
er. Nor should you use the storage locker for anything 
besides storage of your own goods. Don't be like the 
man who tried to turn his locker into a meat curing 
room and created a horrible stench throughout the en- 
tire building. 


Know where your circuit breaker or fuse box is, and 


don't overload the circuits. Overloading can cause your 
lights to go out, your appliances to be damaged, and 
can lead to fires. 


FOR TV SETS, check with the building management 


about a master antenna which entails a small charge 
for hookup. Don't put up your own outside antenna with- 
out the building manager's permission. Many buildings 
don't permit individual tenant antennas because they 
damage the roof. 


Before you hang anything on the walls, have the man- 


ager tell you what kind of wall fastenings are per- 
mitted. This will depend on what kind of walls you 
have: plaster, drywall, brick, pyrobar, concrete, or 
whatever. The point is to avoid cracking or damaging 
the wall. 


"Most managers say that if you leave a hole that can 


be spackled over by the painters, that's OK," the Baird 
& Warner executive said. "But if more extensive re- 
pairs are needed to patch holes and cracks that you 
create, you'll be held responsible." 


Respect your neighbor's privacy. That means observ- 


ing the building rules as well as common-sense rules for 
playing the radio, TV, stereo, or musical instruments, 
and keeping parties quiet. 


Get to know who your neighbors are as a matter of 


security, and never let anyone into the building or your 
apartment whom you don't know or who doesn't have 
proper identification. 


"Particularly when entering o'r leaving a building, 


never hold the interior security door open for someone 
trying to get in if you don't know that person," Sally 
said. "Report any suspicious persons to the manager." 


Don't do anything illegal or improper in your apart- 


ment. Illegal includes such things as raising marijuana, 
as one tenant did, or holding a hot dog roast in the 
bathtub, as another family did. 


IK YOU HAVE children, teach them the rules and a 


respect for property. In one cose, the manager of an 
apartment complex found the recreation room refrig- 
erator-freezer full of yellow ice. Investigation revealed 
that two of the children who lived in the development 
were using the freezer to relieve themselves. That's 
hardly good behavior. 


Balconies should be used with care. They're great 


places for sunning, but not for barbecuing because the 
smoke can be a nuisance to neighbors. 


"Be careful, too about putting planters on balconies," 


Sally said. "Unless the planters are securely fastened, 
they can fall off and seriously injure someone. Also, 
balconies shouldn't be used for storage of household 
goods." 


To keep the apartment complex looking its best, don't 


put signs, posters, beer cans, or tinfoil in the windows. 


"Being a good tenant isn't all that difficult," Sally 


said. "Knowing the rules ud following them can make 
apartment living more pleasant for all."

pay 80 per ceril of the rent for two

Though it is the tenant's responsi- 


bility to find an apartment and ask 
the landlord to participate in Section 
8, housing authority officials 
stand 


ready to explain the plan, Lancelot 
said. 


"The landlord retains all the same 


prerogatives to rent or not to rent, 
within the confines of the law, that he 
would have otherwise. The housing 
authority doesn't interfere in the ten- 
ant-landlord relationship at all, unless 
we're called in," he says. 


FROM THE community's point of 


view, the program's advantages are 
"obvious," he says. 


"First, there is the immediacy of 


the program. We're using existing 
housing and there isn't the need to ac- 
quire land, clear it, go through zoning 
and construction periods that mean a 
two to three year lag time. The pro- 
gram is' for the here and now," Lan- 
celot says. 


Secondly, Section 8 program tends 


to integrate low-income families into 
the community socially and economic- 
ally because they are not residents of 
a stigmatized low-income housing de- 
velopment. 


"Rather 
than 
have low-income 


people jammed together in public 
housing, people are free to go where 
they wish and live in a safe, decent, 
sanitary building," Lancelot says. 


PERSONS SHOULD bring up-to- 


date iricome information as well as 
details on medical expenses and any 
unusual expenses for child care or 
care for a disabled family member 
when they apply for the program. 


Assets other than income also will 


be calculated in determining eligibil- 
ity. Either income from outside assets 
of 10 per cent of the assets' market 
value over $5,000, whichever is great- 
er, will be counted. 


Savings account bank statements, 


real estate appraisals and lists of 
stocks and bonds should be supplied 
at the time of application. 


Cook 
County housing authorities 


will verify each request for housing 
assistance with employers, case work- 
ers, physicians and others.

thority undoubtedly will receive appli- 
cations from more than 76 eligible 
families and will keep a waiting list 
for persons who cannot be admitted to 
the program immediately. 


The first rental assistance pay- 


ments probably will be made in the 
north suburban area sometime in Sep- 
tember, he said. 


He also said that the tight housing 


market may make it difficult for low- 
income persons to find au apartment 
and landlord that are right for the 
program. 


"Given the apartment vacancy rate 


of 2 or 3 per cent that we have in 
most of Cook County, it is hard for 
someone in the private market to find 
an apartment," Lancelot said. North 
suburban Cook County also has above- 
average income residents, he says, 
which often means higher apartment 
rents. 


"WE DO KNOW that housing for 


the Section 8 program exists. But it's 
going to take some hard work on the 
part of the tenants to find it," Lance- 
lot says. 


Cook County housing authority now 


has rental assistance contracts with 
landlords in more than 20 commu- 


nities, most of them in the southern 
and western suburbs. 


Aug. 4 will be the only day that offi- 


cials will be in Des Plaines to accept 
applications. After that date, appli- 
cations may be filed at the Cook 
County housing authority's office, 407 
S. Dearborn St., Chicago.

and then a fourplex. 


A fourplex isn't everyone's cup of 


tea but a lot of people in con- 
templation of retirement go this route 
and find it very satisfactory. I don't 
see any point in trying out a duplex 
and triplex first — I'd go directly to 
the fourptex because, in rental units, 
the more you have operative the more 
(proportionately) economical it be- 
comes. 


DEAR MR. CAMPBELL: 
Among the things you frequently 


discuss is this matter of "points," 
which I conclude represents the dif- 
ference in interest rates available and 
procurable between the existing and 
new mortgage as applicable. I also 
note that in most instances, the points 
are paid by the seller. My question is 
why? 


How, 
then, do points exist when 


there is no existing mortgage, but the 


purchaser must obtain his own mort- 
gage at whatever rate of interest he 
may negotiate? — Mr. L M. T. 


ANSWER: You've got a fair handle 


on points, but not entirely. Points 
come into play only when a new mort- 
gage is involved (they don't enter the 
picture when an old mortgage is being 
assumed by the new buyer), and are 
a bonus to the lender to write the 
mortgage — and two points on a 
$25,000 mortgage would be $500. 


In the case of VA and FHA mort- 


gages, the seller must pay these 
points (that's the way the law is writ- 
ten), but on a conventional mortgage 
the buyer pays them. The whole thing 
began when there was a two or three 
percentage spread between the max- 
imum interest rate on VA and FHA 
and the interest rate that the lender 
could get by confining himself to con- 
ventional mortgages But then, when 
the gap narrowed, the points had be- 
come a part of the system. 


DEAR MR. CAMPBELL- 
What can a landlord do when he 


suspects that two of his tenants who 
share one of his apartments are en- 
gaged in immoral activities? I'm re- 
ferring to two young men who seemed 
very nice when they first rented from 
me. — Mrs. W. B. (San Diego, Calif.)

of the "hottest" areas for industrial 
development in the country during the 
1970s, will gain more companies and 
an even greater share of the Chicago- 
land market during the 1980s. 


"DuPage County is perfectly situ- 


ated and we feel that its industrial 
growth will match any of the glamour 
areas in the Sun Belt southern states 
during the next decade," said Donald 
L. Shoemaker, vice president and 
resident manager of Coldwell Banker 
Commercial Brokerage Company. 


DuPage County already has 10 per 


cent of Chicagoland's industrial real 
estate, according to a Coldwell Bank- 
er survey of 405 million square feet of 
industrial real estate from the Wis- 
consin to Indiana lines.

duced more square footage per capita 
and more jobs per capita than other 
metro-area counties.

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A few facts to consider

Mart older homes on the market are

But some buyers are particu- 
larly attracted to the idea of buying 
an older home that needs some work.

Mortgage loan delinquencies at the 


nation's savings and loan aasocations 
reached an estimated 0.95 per cent 
during May. 1978, the United States 
League of Savings Associations has 
reported. 


The May tally of 0.9S per cent ex- 


actly matches the delinquency figure 
for March and April. 


The League bases its mortgage loan 


delinquency survey on reports from 
894 savings associations and coopera- 
tive banks which represent slightly 
more than 51 per cent of the total as- 
sets of the business. For League sur- 
vey purposes a loan is considered 
delinquent if payment has not been 
made within M days of the payment 
date stipulated in the mortgage note. 
The League survey includes all types 
of loans — conventional, FHA and 
VA. 


The 0.95 per cent figures differed 


only slightly from March, April and 
May of 1975 when delinquencies regis- 
tered O.M, 0.92 and 0,97 per cent re- 
spectively.

ation. "The home that is somewhat 
run-down can be a really good value 
because of its size, good location, and 
generally lower price." 


But value is not the only attraction, 


noted Walters. 


"Some couples simply want to in- 


vest some of their own effort and per- 
sonality into a house so it becomes 
more a part of them." 


Depending on the time and talent 


they have to invest, it is possible that 
a remodeled older home can be a 
really smart idea for some families. 


But Walters cautioned that the costs 


of remodeling can be far greater than 
the buyer anticipates. At first the 
couple figures that only a few thou- 
sand dollars worth of improvements 
will make it better than new. But the 
result may be that the remodeled 
home will cost more than a well-built 
older home that doesn't need remodel- 
ing, even though the second home has 
a higher selling price. 


Therefore, if you are one of those 


couples turned on to the idea of put- 
ting your own mark on a house, Wal- 
ters has these suggestions. 


The first is that the house should be 


structurally suitable for what you 
have in mind. You may have visions 
of tearing out walls here, putting win- 
dows there, rearranging plumbing, 
and so forth. Before you start any- 
thing, hire an architect or a con- 
sulting engineer to review your plans 
and determine if the house is suitable. 


You may discover that supporting 


beams aren't in the right place for the 
alterations you plan, or that addition- 
al supports are necessary. This may 
make your plans impossible or they 
may increase the cost. 


Second, get an idea of the cost of 


the remodeling you have in mind. 


Even if your plans call for nothing 
more than replacing the furnace, 
redoing all the plumbing, including 
putting in new bathrooms, and up- 
grading the electrical circuits, you 
could be facing major costs. 


You may be able to do some of the 


work yourself and save up to SO per 
cent of the cost. But remodeling work 
can be hard and time-consuming, and 
mistakes can add to the cost. 


Third, be prepared for surprises. 


"When you start tearing apart and re- 
modeling very old buildings, you nev- 
er know what to expect," Walters 
said. "It's not uncommon to plan on 
replacing just a portion of the plumb- 
ing, and then find that you have to 
replace it all. You may also discover 
structural defects when you begin 
tearing down walls; these have to be 
corrected." 


Finally, don't expect the total cost 


of remodeling to add exactly the same 
amount to the price of your house 
when you sell it. There are very few 
remodeling jobs that pay off dollar for 
dollar. Most of them pay off only m 
satisfaction for the owner. The pros- 
pective buyer may not be willing to 
pay for the premium that ft costs you 
to remodel. 


If you accept all of these cautions 


and still want to go ahead with re- 
modeling, then contact a Realtor and 
tell him what you have in mind. He 
may be able to find a house at a rela- 
tively low price that will enable you to 
remodel to your heart's content, the 
Baird & Warner executive said.

Lease, not law requires rent in advance 


From the mouths of babes often 


comes wisdom. Everybody assumes 
that by law a tenant Is required to 
pay rent in advance — that is, at the 
beginning of the month. An inquiry 
from a 13-year-old boy has given us 
an opportunity to explain that there is 
no such law. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: I am only 13 


years old. so please don't discard my 
letter because of my age. 1 have 
asked my priest, my coach and even 
my teacher — but they don't know the 
answer. They suggested I write to 
you 


My father is a carpenter. He gets 


paid when he finishes a job, and 
sometimes even then he must wait a 
long time before he is paid. 


My friend's father is a television re- 


pairman. Me works the same way. He 
gets paid after he does the work. 


But there is one person who is spe- 


cial . He is the landlord. He gets his 
rent In advance. He collected our rent 
before we even moved in. 


I asked the landlord what entitled 


him to be paid In advance He an- 


swered, "It's the law." Why is the law 
so one-sided as to give preference to 
landlords over carpenters and tele- 
vision repairmen? — DADDY'S FIRST 
WITH ME. 


First, let me tell you the landlord 


was telling a fib. There is no law 
which says you must pay rent in ad- 
vance. In fact, tell the landlord that 
under English Common Law, if 
nothing is said about when rent is to 
be paid, it is paid at the end of the 
month. This would still be the case for 
every tenant, were it not for the fol- 
lowing: 


The lease your parents signed pro- 


vided that rent be paid at the begin- 
ning of the month, in advance. In fact, 
every lease I know of, whether oral or 
written is like that. It provides that 
the rent is due at the beginning of the 
month. Here's what this means: 


Because both parties to the lease 


have voluntarily agreed to pay the 
rent in advance, the rent is due in 
advance. If it were not for this, then 
the English Common Law doctrine 
would apply The rent would be due at

For the past 10 years all the extra

Although I earn in the neighborhood 


of $22,000 a year, three growing chil- 
dren mean that we are able to save 
only around $2,500 a year.

— ARE WE READY? 


No, you are not ready to make in- 


vestments entailing risk. Your secur- 
ity umbrella, mainly your savings, is 
not large enough. Here are guidelines 
showing how much savings 
are 


needed before risk investment is un- 
dertaken: 


If the breadwinner is 30 years old or 


less, the minimum savings account 
should equal at least three months in- 
come. Thirty-one to 39 needs a min- 
imum of four months income. Beyond 
40, the savings account should be 
equal to at least six months income. If 
you are in your 50s, at least nine 
months income is necessary — prefer- 
ably one year. 


Until a family has savings based on 


the above, it is not ready for any in- 
vestment which entails risk. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: My case is 


most unusual. It sounds as if it has 
been lifted from an old Keystone Kops 
comedy, but I can assure you it is 
true. Here's what happened. 


We hired a painter to paint our 


house. The crew be sent out misread 
the address and started working on 
my neighbor's house. 


When my neighbor returned home 


that evening, he found two sides of his 
house painted a~ hideous yellow. Natu- 
rally, he took off after the painter 
He, in turn, disappeared and has not 
been heard from since 


My neighbor wants me to pay for 


finishing the job with the right color 
and clean up the mess. That will cost 
$800. My neighbor insists that I am 
responsible because the painter is 
mine. However I did not tell him to 
paint my neighbor's house. 


Am I responsible for the painter's 


mistake? — MUST I PAY? 


I have good news for you. You are 


not responsible. You engaged the 
painter as an independent contractor. 
Under such an arrangement, you are 
not responsible for his mistake. 


On the other hand, if the painter had 


been hired by you as an employe, 
then you would be responsible. For ex- 
ample, if you had hired him to do the 
house under your supervision and you 
were paying him by the hour, then 


your neighbor could have demanded 
that you make good on the painter's 
mistakes.

Refinancing your home mortgage 


may be a good way to obtain funds at 
relatively low cost for a good purpose, 
such as remodeling your house, pay- 
ing tor a child's education, or even 
making an investment. 


John L. Domeier, chairman and 


president of GreatAmerican Federal 
Savings and Loan Association said 
refinancing pays off your original 
mortgage and gives you additional 
funds based on the value of your prop- 
erty. You'll probably pay a higher in- 
terest rate on refinancing than on the 
original mortgage, because rates have 
gone up in recent years. But the inter-

est will generally be less than what 
you'd pay on an unsecured loan. 


For instance, let's say you need 


$16,000 to pay for a child's four-year 
college education. If you refinanced 
your mortgage to get the funds, you'd 
pay at current interest rates of 8Vb to 
9 per cent. If you borrowed the money 
through a separate loan, chances are 
you'd pay 12 per cent or more. 


In either case, you can deduct inter- 


est payments from Income when you 
calculate your income taxes, so your 
net cost for interest should be less 
than the stated amount. What the net 
cost will be depends on your tax 
bracket. 


Because of the rapid appreciation in 


real estate values, you may be able to 
get more out of refinancing than you 
obtained on your original mortgage 
loan. But remember that you still owe 
on the unpaid amount of your original 
loan. 


An example may make this clear. 


Say you bought your house in 1965 for 
$40,000 and obtained an 80 per cent 
mortgage of $32,000. Since then you've 
paid off $8,000 of the loan, leaving a 
balance of $24,000 you still owe. Your 
home could easily be worth $60,000 to- 
day. 
If you obtained a 70 per cent 


mortgage today, that means you could 
borrow $42,000. In effect, you have 
borrowed an additional $18,000 — 
$24,000 that you still owe on the house, 
plus the $18,000 that adds up to 
$42,000. 


You don't have to refinance up to 70 


per cent of the value of your house. 
You can select any figure up to that, 
as long as the value of the house will 
support the loan. 
• Whether you can refinance your 
home depends on several additional 
factors, Domeier said. 


First, the lender will want to know 


how you'll use the money. It has to be 
for a good, not a frivolous, purpose. 


"A good purpose normally includes 


remodeling or putting a room addition 
on your house, financing a college

education, paying for a wedding, con- 
solidating debts, making an invest- 
ment in blue-chip stocks or bonds,.or 
even starting a business with a good 
promise of success," Domeier said. 


Second, the lender will want to make 


sure you can swing the payments for 
the re-financed loan. If you currently 
have a 6 per cent loan for 20 years 
for $20,000, your monthly payments 
are $143.29. If you re-finance to obtain 
$30,000 at 9 per cent for 20 years, your 
monthly payments will be $269.92. 
That's quite an increase. 


Third, besides wanting to know if 


you can afford the higher payments, 
the lender will want to know about 
your credit standing. This includes the 
number and amount of present debts 
and how faithful you've been in meet- 
ing your mortgag and installment 
payments. 


Finally, there are costs involved in 


refinancing. Your present mortgage 
may involve a pre-payment penalty or 
other fee 
if you refinance. 
Also, 


whether you refinance with your pre- 
sent lending institution or another 
one, you'll have to pay fees for a new 
mortgage. GreatAmerican 
Federal 


charges 1 to IVz per cent of the loan 
amount and there will be $100 to $200 
for a title bill; these can come out of 
the loan proceeds, so you don't pay 
anything out of your pocket. You may 
be able to borrow up to 70 per cent of 
the appraised value of your home for 
as many as 29 years.

MONTREAL (UPI) - Her name is 


N a d la Comaneci, the 14-year-old 
daughter of a poor machinist from 
Romania, and these Olympics are 
hers, as surely as others have be- 
longed to Jesse Owens and Mark 
Spitz. 


She's the only gymnast in Olympic 


history who can be called "perfect"' 
without exaggeration. 


While the men swimmers from the 


United States were winning two more 
gold medals and setting yet another 
world record, and while the U. S. bas- 
ketball team survived another threat 
to reach the semifinals, Comaneci 
rewrote Olympic history Wednesday 
with an incredible and awesome show 
of gymnastics wizardry. 


Twice the 88-pound sprite of a girl 


earned perfect 10.0 score* from the 
judges, setting off tumultuous dis- 
play* of cheering and screaming from 
a sellout crowd of IIS.OOO In the hlstor- 
Ic old Montreal Forum. 


They were her fourth and fifth per- 


fect routines of the games. 


Comaneci won the title in the gym- 


nastics all-around competition with 
79.27S of a possible 80 points, a record, 
and became the youngest gold medal 
winner ever in the Olympics. 


She Is also ahead in the race for two 


more gold medals Thursday when 


competition will be completed on indi- 
vidual pieces of apparatus, and is a 
close third in the two others. She 
could possibly win all four, for a total 
of five, and that would be another 
record because only one woman, Hol- 
land's great track star Fanny Blan- 
kers-Koen in 1948 at London, ever has 
won as many as four gold medals in 
one Olympics. 


Already, United States and Roma- 


nian gymnastics officials are talking, 
about a tour by Comaneci and her 
teammates in the U. S. later this 
year. Such a tour was taken last year 
by a Russian troupe featuring Olga 
Korbut and drew sellouts everyone in- 
cluding Madison Square Garden in 
N«w York. 


In basketball, the U. S. rallied from 


a four-point hatftime deficit to crush 
Yugoslavia 112-93 for its third straight 
victory and assure itself a semi-final 
berth in the bid for the gold medal it 
lost for the only time in 1972. All- 
Americans Adrian Dantley of Notre 
Dame and Scott May of Indiana had 
27 and 26 points, respectively. 


The United States men swimmers, 


meanwhile, were running their string 
of gold medal victories to seven — al- 
though for once, one of them was net 
achieved in record time. 


Matt Vogel, a sophomore at the Uni- 


versity of Tennessee, paced a 1-2-3

sweep — the third for the U. S. men 
— in the 100-meter butterfly, winning 
in 64.35 seconds. Joe Bottom was sec- 
ond and Gary Hall, who carried the 
flag in last Saturday's opening cere- 
mony, third. The time was 8-lOOths of 
a second off the world record, the last 
one still held by Spitz. •

MONTREAL — Dark-eyed Romanian Nadia Comaneci radiates 


with the brilliance of a Fourth of July firecracker on gymnastics 
equipment, but beneath the warmth are nerves of ice and character 
of steel. 


The 14-year-old pig-tailed pixie, who took the Olympic gold in the 


all-around gymnastics competition Wednesday, says the only time 
she ever is nervous is when she fights with her brother. 


"I'm not nervous now," Comancei said when asked whether the 


international press digging for the intimate details of her life made 
her edgy. 


Nor would she admit to feeling any fear or self-doubt when she 


went through two perfect (10.0) performances and two more nearly 
perfect events for the first of five gold medals she Is trying to win. 
She has recorded five perfect scores so far. 


She showed no fear on the floor of the Forum, jammed by a 


standing-room-only crowd drawn by Comaneci's unprecedented per- 
fect routines on the team competitions. 


When she and the other 35 competitors walked into the arena, she 


took off her warmup suit and was waiting to warm up while others 
were unzipping their jackets. Before her final event, floor exercise, 
she waited impatiently for the last warmup to end and the event to 
get under way. 


"I knew if I worked hard I would win," she said. 


Although two Soviet gymnasts finished second and third ahead of 


her own teammate, Teodora Ungureanu, whom Comaneci had 
called her toughest competition, the flippant champion refused to 
accord the Russians any admiration. 


"I do not appreciate Soviet gymnastics," she said. "I'm not in a 


position to appreciate Russian gymnastics during the Olympics." 


Nadia was reminded that thousands of young girls have begun 


gymnastics training since watching the multiple gold-winning per- 
formances at Munich in 1972 of Russian Olga Korbut, who failed to 
place in Montreal. 


"Were you similarly inspired by Olga?" Comaneci was asked. 
"No, I was not inspired by her," she replied. 
In two prior meetings with reporters Comaneci had. exhibited 


little emotion — a stark contrast with her hot-blooded free-exercise 
routine, but after winning the gold, she let some emotion show 
through. She spoke loudly and forcefully into the microphone — 
giggling occasionally and flashing her large brown eyes. 


She denies, however, there would be any celebrating of her victo- 


ry. She also said the new adulation of a worldwide television au- 
dience has not affected her. 


"I feel just as I felt before; I feel pretty good normally — nothing 


special," she said. "I won't do anything special tonight." 


Dantley, May lead U.S. cagers 


MONTREAL (UPI) — Adrian Dan- 


tley and Scott May combined for 53 
points Wednesday night to lead the 
United States basketball team in a 
second-half surge for a 112-93 victory 
over Yugoslavia to become the first 
team to daim a semifinal berth in the 
Olympic competition. 


The Americans overcame severe 


first-half foul problems at the center 
position and a four-point intermission 
deficit as Dantley and May attacked 
the second half with fire in their 
hearts and the gold medal in their 
eyes. 


The United States ran off four 


straight baskets at the start of the 
second half to take a 59-55 lead, and 
the lead changed bands twice before 
May hit a pair of free throws with 
15:38 left to give the Americans the 
lead for good at 64-83. 


Those free throws began a string of 


eight straight points as Dantley added 
a basket, and May another to push the 
lead to seven. The Yugoslavians 
pulled back to within one at 7«-75 over 


the next four minutes with Drazen 
DaUpagic and Mirxa Delibaslc each 
scoring three baskets. 


But May scored two baskets as the 


Americans outscored the Yugosla- 
vians, 3-2, over the next two minutes 
to take a seven-point lead, and the 
Yugoslavians could get no closer. 


Dantley topped all scorers with 27 


points, 15 in the second half, with May 
adding 26, of which all but 10 came 
after the intermission. 


The Americans are now the only un- 


beaten team in the B sector of Olym- 
pic competition with a 3-0 record, 
while Yugoslavia and Italy, which lost 
by 20 points to the United 'States in 
the opening round, are in second 
place with 2-1 marks. 


The Americans have only one game 


remaining 
against 
Czechoslovakia, 


and even a loss there could not de- 
prive the United States of the top 
seed In the B grouping because of its 
triumph over Yugoslavia and Italy. 


Dalipagic and Delibasic scored 20 


points each to lead the Yugoslavians, 
while Kresimir Cosic, one of several 
former American collegians playing 
against the United States in the Olym- 
pics, added 10. Cosic attended Brig- 
ham Young University in the early 
1970s.

Lcroy Walker. Ph D.. is the ceremo- 


nial baby Mttor for a dner&e group of 
taut, emotionally strung out people 
varying in age from 10 to 38. He is the 
hwid coach of men's athletics (syno- 
nym for track and field) on the U.S. 
Olympic squad going to Montreal. 


Dr. Wulker, 56 and spry, is a dandy. 


He wears a blue leather jacket and 
maroon 
patent 
leather shoes 
as 


gleam ing as his brown skin. He is dis- 
tinctive. In all the years since the 
Olympic games were revived II 1896, 
and m which traditionally track and 
field has been the focal point of the 
American endeavor, there has never 
before Ijccn u black coach heading the 
men's team. 


"I got it because I had better cre- 


dentials than anybody elic." says 
Walker, who hus been a teacher, 
roach and administrator at North 
Carolina Central University for 30 


"I luiil intpnuilioiiiil experience, I 


couched the Olympic squads of Ethi- 
opia. Israel. Jnmalca, Trinidad and 
Kcn\ a. They called me an advisor but 
I was reallv the coach. 


"l'\t! always felt a native should 


roach a fwim. I had two Ethiopians in 
the 1972 games tmd I had mixed emo- 
tions watching them compete against 
Americans for medals." 


Ix-roy Walker as the U S coach is 


in 11 pressure situation, 


' Munich was our accursed games." 


-ays Jesse Abramson, a longtime au- 
thority In track and field, "George 
Woods hit the flag in the shotput. Rick 


Wohlhuter and Jim Ryun fell. Two 
r.printcrs didn't show up. Two quarter- 
milers disdained the American flag 
and we didn't have a relay team. The 
pole was barred, and we lost the pole 
vault the first time ever. The six gold 
medals we won there were our lowest 
point ever." 


Since 1H9B, the United States has 


won close to 50 per cent of the gold 
medals In track and field. Experts 
such as Abraimon see us winning as 
few as four in Montreal. Ten gold 
medals would be a sensational come- 
back. 


But Walker professes no concern. 
"I don't care about results," he 


says. "We've got a talented group; if 
we don't win as many medals, it's be- 
cause the rest of the world is so much 
stronger " 


Since all the athletes, from sprinter 


Harvey 
Glance 
to shotputter 
Al 


. Feuerbach to decathlon ace Bruce 
Jenner, already come to him finely 
honed in technique and ability and 
competitive edge, what can Walker as 
a coach actually do besides act as a 
caddy? 


"You can mold them into a group," 


he suvs. "that has motivation to 
achieve the best efforts. You have the 
responsibility of picking out little 
flaws. 


"Last winter we were making a 


film for the Athletic Institute in Ari- 
zona. We had Mac Wilkins (the cham- 
pion discus thrower), Kathy Schmidt 
(women's javelin thrower) and Peter 
S c h m o c k (shotputter). When we 
showed them the film stopped down, 
we could pick out possible areas of 
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improvement in technique. 


"Of course, the most sensible thing 


you can do is not change anybody. 
Much of what we do is to get the ath- 
lete to feel it's important for him as a 
member of the group to do his best at 
Montreal " 


This stress on group 
endeavor 


seems to run counter to the Olympic 
ideal of individual competition, with 
the stress on participation rather than 
winning, as pointed out by Baron 
Pierre de Coubertin in the Olympic 
creed when he revived the games 80 
years ago. 


"I coached the 1970 U.S. national 


team against France, Germany and 
Russia in summer meets," recalls 
Walker. "We beat fine French and 
German squads but lost (o an over- 
powering Russian team, by three or 
four points. 


"I remember Bill Skinner had just 


upset (Janis) Lusis, the world record 
holder in the javelin. He was standing 
in the tunnel, looking at the score- 
board with tears in his eyes. The guy 
had achieved the zenith and yet he 
was standing with his eyes welled. 


"The same thing happens here in 


the Olympics 


"Winning the 400-meter relay in 


Mexico in '68 turned the team around. 
At Montreal, the 100 and the long 
jump come the first day. If we do 
well, it will give the team adhesion. 
When somebody on your team does 
well, you're feeling more a part of it. 


"What Coubertin said Is something 


different from our social system. At 
Die moment of competition, I want .to 
beat you." 


As a high school sprinter in New 


York, Walker claims he could run the 
100 in 9.4 or 9.5, fast for his time, but 
his time was World War II when the 
Olympic games wer cancelled for a 
dozen years. So he switched 
his 


energies to education, received a Mas- 
ter's degree from Columbia, a Ph D. 
in the biological sciences from NYU 
and coached basketball, football and 
track and field at Benedict College 
(his alma mater), Bishop College and 
Prairie View Stale before settling 
down in 19-15 at North Carolina Cen- 
tral. There, in athletics, he turned out 
such as Olympic hurdler Lee Calhoun 
and eventually progressed to vice- 
chancellor for university relations. 


"The Olympics.." he says, "put me 


back in the classroom because I've 
been so busy with preparations in the 
last year that 1 had to give up my 
administrative duties." 


Walker i.s critical of the Olympic 


team selection process He'd like to 
ha\ e a .squad picked two years ahead 
of time, then add and subtract athlet- 
es based oji recent performance 


Still, he tikes what he seen around

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What's new with the old? 


The mature are helping the aging 


by ELEANOR RIVES 


Aware that many senior citizens are 


sorely in need of specialized help and 
service, the U.S. Congress passed the 
Older Americans Act of 1965. 


In 1973, following the White House 


Conferences on Aging, a variety of 
amendments decentralized the bill, 
making it more of a grass roots oper- 
ation. 


To date, there are 463 Area 


Agencies on Aging in the U.S., 13 of 
them in Illinois. The northwest sub- 
urbs are among those served by one 
of these agencies, the Suburban Cook 
County Area Agency on Aging (AAA). 


So what's new with the AAA? 


Two programs an brand new in Il- 


linois, but have been successfully ad- 
ministered for some time in four oth- 
er states. One is the Outreach pro- 
gram. The other to the Nursing Home 
Friendly Visitor program. Both are 
manned by older persons, mostly over 
60, who put in 15 paid hours a week. 


THE AREA'S 30 Outreach workers 


seek out isolated elderly persons to in- 
form them of available help and bene- 
fits they may never have known exis- 
ted. 


"Our Outreach people spend most of 


their time calling on people — even 
door-to-door," said David Grjgsby, the 
area agency's acting executive direc- 


tor. "They look for the seniors who 
are apt to fall through the cracks." 


Friendly Visitors are assigned to 


nursing homes for two-month periods 
to resolve patient's problems, to help 
them obtain benefits to which they 
are entitled, and to assist families in 
finding alternatives to long-term nun- 
ing care by enlisting the support of 
services in the community. 


Ruth Patton is a Friendly Visitor. 


Harold Wollenhaupt and Nora Math- 
ison are Outreach workers with head- 
quarters at the Northwest Opportunity 
Center, Arlington Heights. AH three 
are over 60 and exuberantly enthu- 
siastic about their work. 


Two Outreach workers share task 


of assisting elderly with problems 


Harold Wollenhaupt of Schaumburg 


and Nora Mathison of Palatine com- 
plement each other as Outreach work- 
ers for the Suburban Cook County 
Area Agency on Aging. 


Harold works out of the Northwest 


O p p o r t u n i t y Center in Arlington 
Heights three days a week, mainly by 
telephone. Nora checks in the other 
two days, but often spends part of the 
day in the field visiting elderly per- 
sons with problems. Sometimes the 
problem Is merely loneliness, the solu- 
tion merely having someone to listen. 


Both Harold and Nora, a practical 


nurse, have second Jobs. Harold Is also 
a building custodian; Nora, who grad- 
uated from nursing school six years 
ago, works on the surgical floor at 
Holy Family Hospital. Both attend a 
current six-week training course one 
day a week at Oakton Community 
College 


"1 COULDN'T afford the luxury of 


being an unpaid volunteer," said Har- 
old, 78 "I heard of this job at a Har- 
per seminar and applied for it I had 
my own business for many years; 


now I'm applying business principles 
to this kind of work." 


Wollenhaupt estimates that since he 


and Mrs. Mathison started work the 
beginning of March, they have assist- 
ed in a substantial way approximately 
300 persons Where the problems are 
minimal, they don't keep records. 


Since transportation is a problem 


with most senior citizens, the tele- 
phone is the main contact with Wol- 
lenhaupt when roblems arise. And ev- 
ery day something of an unusual na- 
ture comes up. 


"IT MIGHT be someone having 


trouble renewing a drivers' license, or 
someone with eyeglass problems or 
d e n t a l problems," he explained. 
"Sometimes we refer elderly people 
who need legal advice to volunteer at- 
torneys here at the Center.' 


"Whatever the problem, we have a 


wealth of Information at our fingertips 
in our referral resource file. We are 
advocates of the elderly, and we help 
wherever there is a need." 


Nora Mathison heard of the Out- 


reach Program white she was taking 
Senior Peer Counseling at Harper 


Community College, a course which 
emphasizes the importance of good 
listening. Now listening is a big part 
of her job. 


"SO MANY older women have gone 


through the traumatic experience of 
losing their husband, and have never 
really unburdened themselves. They 
just need someone who cares enough 
to listen," she said. 


In other cases, she has helped elder- 


ly people find subsidized housing, ob- 
tain food stamps, get new glasses and 
dentures. She has acquainted them 
with bus routes and other means of 
transportation. 


Much of her telephone contact Is 


with people who are completely alone 
and have nobody to talk to. More of- 
ten than not, they beg her to come 
and visit them and she makes a date 


"These people really have been 


pushed around," she said. "They take 
rebuffs as if they deserve them. Any- 
one who cares enough to call on them 
gets an overwhelming reception " 


"I enjoy people," she added. "I just 


wish their needs could be met right 
now." 


SHE CARES ENOUGH to listen and sometimes 
that's all that is necessary. Outreach worker

to be one of 15 Friendly Visitors in 
suburban Cook County, or, in the larg- 
er picture, one of HO Friendly Vis- 
itors in the state of Illinois, all of 
them over 50, most of them over 60. 


"I love this work more than I can 


say," exclaimed this dynamic woman, 
whose enthusiasm and energy belie 
her 66 years 


"I feel like I have been recycled af- 


ter three years of retirement We 15 
people from all "walks of life went into 
the program dull and tired. Now 
we're recycling other people and we 
all feel great. Restored. Refreshed. 
It's a spiritual lift " 


A RETIRED businesswoman with a 


great deal of experience, Ruth first 
became Interested in the elderly when 
she did a three-year stint of volunteer 
work at the Lutheran Home for the 
Aged in Arlington Heights. 


One day she heard that the Friendly 


Visitor program was going into oper- 
ation. When the suburban AAA an- 
nounced that it would interview job 
applicants, she was first in line. Pres- 
to' Instant employment' 


And with it, instant satisfaction The 


ensuing three solid weeks of training 
at Triton College were stimulating 
enough to influence her later decision 
to enroll at John Marshall Law School 
for the optional 13-week law course on 
Saturdays for community developers 
and social workers. 


INCLUDED IN Friendly Visitor 


training are orientation visits to par- 
ticipating nursing homes, from the 
most exclusive private facility to pub- 
lic aid homes 


"The public facility we visited 


wasn't glamorous but it was well- 
equipped and the activities wen fan- 
tastic." said Mrs. Patton. "You didn't 
find anyone staying in his room. This 
particular place has 700 volunteer 
neighborhood women — not an organ- 
bed group, just caring people — who 
come in to help." 


The Friendly Visitors discovered 


that sometimes all it takes to solve a 
problem is a fresh viewpoint At this 
home, some on the residents really 
missed having a garden Ruth sug- 
gested that the home run the elevator 
up one more floor, fence in the roof, 
add some garden furniture, and with 
the help of the many volunteers, plant 
a roof garden. 


IN ANOTHER facility, an elderly 


woman was depressed because she 
had lost her husband At the same 
tune, she had lost track of her best 
fnend, a woman who had entered an- 
other home somewhere, and the 
double loss seemed too much to bear 
Ruth traced her friend and now the 
two are in telephone and written com- 
munication 


In some instances, a nursing home 


director may steer Mrs Patton to a 
problem patient, or Ruth may bring a 
patient's problem to the attention of 
the home. "We are not tattlers," she 
said emphatically, "but if the nursing 
home administrators can help with a 
problem, we don't hesitate to ask We 
don't report to families, but often we 
meet the families and they help. 


SHOULD SOMEONE'S money run 


out, Ruth us prepared to point out the 
right agency to go to for help Should 
someone need legal aid, Ruth knows 
where to get it. She has at her dis- 
posal an enormous file of help avail- 
able in such areas as general service, 
family counseling, employment, food 
stamps, home-delivered meals, home- 
makers' service, transportation, rec- 
reation, public aid, and many more, 


Including all health concerns — nutri- 
tion, vision, hearing, health equip- 
ment, etc. 


Ruth received her certificate in 


March 1976 and began actual field 
work the beginning of May Her first 
assignment was in the area served by 
Plum Grove Nursing Home in Pal- 
atine 


She may spend hours with a patient, 


usually just sitting and listening. She 
tries to find mutual interests, tries to 
build trust. "This Is getting down to 
where life is basic," she said. "You 
can't fool these old people with a pho- 
ny smile or a phony act." 


FOR MANY, there are no problems 


nagging them. For some, the problem 
doesn't surface until she is about to 
leave. "Oh, before you go . . ." says 
the patient. 


Ruth is aware that she Is working 


on a federal budget, that she is a rep- 
resentative of the U.S, Government 
trying in a personal way to get down 
to the people themselves. She realizes 
that she cannot "fall in love" with 
any one elderly person and still help 
many. She must maintain her objec- 
tivity, yet be warmly concerned. 


"It's a great idea, using the aging 


to help the aging," she said. "I cannot 
begin to tell you all UN tiny satisfac- 
tions — the smiles and thanks I get 
for such things as a little bunch of vio- 
lets, snapshots of my cat — when I 
miniaturize my life down inside of 
their lives. 


"What a beautiful way to fill in my 


lime'"

I have beard that people with gout have to give up or at least cot 


down on certain foods and liquids. The prescription he was gives 
did help sad be was ok'd for work In about a week. 


This doctor asked by husband If any member of Us family had 


gout. I had never beard of It being an hereditary ailment I have 
he»rd It was either too much of something In the system or lack of 
something. Hope you can enlighten me. 


The popular Image of the person with gout is a middle-aged, 


overweight man sitting in his overstuffed chair with his painful foot 
on a soft pillow on a stool, while he is eating a leg of lamb with one 
hand and holding a glass of wine in the other hand. That is a 
concept of antiquity and deserves to be relegated to the archives of 
medical folklore. 


Gout is caused by an excess production of uric acid. The uric add 


Is a byproduct of the cell regeneration that goes on constantly in 
your body. It is literally spun off from nucleic acids that are In the 
nucleus of the cells. This aberration in formation of excess uric 
acid does tend to occur In families. The women in the family tend 
to have high uric acid but less often get gout. 


Interestingly, the gout and high uric acid levels are common in 


active, Intelligent people. Its tendency to occur In such people led to 
It being called the king of diseases and the disease of kings.

BEFORE WE HAD the effective medicines we have today the 


only thing the doctors could offer the gout patient was a diet and 
medicine to abort the acute attack The diets were low purine diets 
— literally low in those foods with lots of nuclei In them. This 
meant giving up the organ meats in particular and limiting the 
meals However, even the strictest diet will only lower the uric acid 
level a little bit because the excess does not come from the food but 
from the excess production by the person's own body cells. 


The newer medicines can block the production of excess uric add 


by the body cells. That way the blood level or uric acid never gets 
elevated and the harm caused by the excess uric acid never occurs. 


It Is important for people with gout to be followed regularly. Most 


wttl have to take medicine for life to avoid gouty arthritis, acute 
attacks as your husband had and more serious problems. The medi- 
cines available today, though, make it possible for a person to lead 
a normal life otherwise.

Congress travels 
and who pays?

As you take off on your vacation 


thia summer determined to se« as 
much as possible on your $300 budget, 
think of your public servants, the 
members of Congress, who enjoy 
$20,000 world-straddling junkets on 
your tax dollars. 


The Washington Pott recently ob- 


tained State Department travel ex- 
pense records that had previously 
been kept secret and reported on a 
whole string of trips by members of 
Congress In 1975 totaling $1.7 million 
in appropriated funds. 


The most extravagant Junket, The 


Post reported, was a Middle Eastern 
jaunt by two dozen Congressmen and 
their families and staff members, tod 
by House Majority Leader Thomas P. 
O'Neill. The tab was more than 
$20,000, not counting government 
transportation. 


THE PURPOSE or benefit of the 


trip is difficult to determine since 
there was no report made on It Mem- 
bers of the delegation, including Rep. 
John Anderson, R-Rockford, lamely 
attempted to justify H to reporters 
with vague declarations that It "con- 
tributed to our understanding of for- 
eign affairs." 


Some of the "foreign affairs" stud- 


led by the group on this trip Included 
the Egyptian Sphinx, the Pyramids, 
the ancient city of Luxor and dinner 
on the barge Omar Khayyam on the 
Nile. The group wound up Its strenu- 
ous mission with a "rest and recrea- 
tion stopover" in Barcelona, Spain.

Keeping up

National Forest, about 90 miles north- 
east of Los Angeles It is the home of 
the last remaining flock of giant Cali- 
fornia condors, and the 50 birds there 
are now threatened by a proposed 
mining project. 


A Chicago-based company, U.S. 


Gypsum, holds a permit to strip-mine 
gypsum and phosphate* in a portion 
of the national forest. Environmental- 
ists say the mining will create noise, 
air and water pollution that would dis- 
rupt and endanger the condors. A re- 
cent study by the Bureau of Land 
Management concurs with that as- 
sessment. 


THE PROBLEM is that the permit 


was issued to U.S Gypsum prior to 
the 1970 National Environmental Pro- 
tection Act, which requires environ- 
mental impact assessment before 
such permits are issued. U S. Gypsum 
says they cannot be restrained from 
exercising their permit rights on the 
basis of a law passed later. 


This case and several similar ones 


elsewhere are now in the courts 
where a determination must be made 
as to whether the 1970 environmental 
act supersedes all other federal laws, 
such as the 1920 Mineral Leasing Act 
under which U S. Gypsum got its per- 
mit and which contains no environ- 
mental mandates. 


There may also have to be a deter- 


mination on whether the 1973 Endan- 
gered Species Act takes precedence 
over the older law and the permits 
issued under it. If the decisions go 
against these two environmental laws, 
they will be severely crippled.

The reaction Donna Conlon, Mount 


Prospect, receives from friends when 
she describes the method used to 
make her elegant coconut custard pie 
is "impossible." 


"Everyone loves the pie, yet no one 


can believe the extraordinary rec- 
ipe, I've given ft to everyone I know." 


For thin pie, all the ingredients are 


mixed in a blender and poured into a 
pie plate. Incredible though it may 
seem, the mixture separates into 
three layers during the baking pro- 
cess, forming the crust, filling and 
golden coconut topping. 


Donna has prepared this dessert for 


bridge groups, coffees and dinner par- 
ties, and recommends chilling the pie 
to improve its flavor. Her husband, 
Mike, and their 11-year-old daughter 
enjoy making it. 


DONNA REGULARLY exchanges 


recipes with her sisters, all of whom 
live In central tUmois.

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Cookbook author 
She's a law-calorie whiz

Especially as middle-age creeps up, 


it seems tboM few extra pounds be- 
come harder to take off and keep off. 
But one woman overcame the prob- 
lem and is now promoting her method 
m a new low-calorie cookbook, "Lus- 
dous Low-calorie Recipes" (Tolvan 
Co., $3.«S>. 


"I wanted to lose 10 pounds fast and 


keep them off," said author Maxine 
Toler Vaneven during a recent inter- 
view in the Elk Grove Village home of 
her brother, Norman Toler. 


"I TRIED FAD diets like the grape- 


fruit one and Stillman's and Dr. At- 
kin's ... We're all looking for magic- 
al, easy ways," she chuckled. "But I 
wanted something I could use for the 
rest of my life." 


So, putting the grapefruit aside, the 


Wisconsin YMCA director began coun- 
ting calories, which is the method 
most medical doctors and nutritionists 
recommend. 


Seventeen days later the 10 pounds 


were gone and she has kept them off 
throughout the several years follow- 
ing. 


The major problem she ran into 


was lack of tasty, low-calorie recipes 
for her new weight-conscious cooking, 
she said. So she developed her own 
and had them published. The book is 
m its second printing now. 


"HAVING TO SAY they're low-ca- 


lorie turns some people off the reci- 
pes," Maxine said. "But the recipes 
are all home-tested and I've served 
the foods to non-dieting guests." 


Surprisingly, her book contains po- 


tato salad, ice cream and lasagne rec- 
ipes — not the normal boiled egg-and- 
cottage cheese regime most low-ca- 
lorie diets purport. But, then, Maxine 
admits she likes to eat. 


She includes an entire chapter on 


snacks because "we're a snacklng na- 
tion, so let's not exclude that from our 
diets." 


And she said her recipes "must be 


quick and easy. It's not fashionable to 
stand over the stove anymore." 


WHAT HER BOOK boils down to is 


the simple fact that nearly anything 
may be included in a weight-reduction 
diet as long as the day's calorie in- 
take is under a certain level. Maxine 
advocates an 800-calorie a day diet for 
fast weight loss, 1200 calories per day 
for a slower drop and a maintenance 
diet to fit the Individual. (Her mainte- 
mince diet has a 1600 to 1800 calorie 
allotment) 


What Maxine is hoping to accom- 


plish through her 
cookbook and 


•poundage-conversation" 
scattered 


among the recipes Is motivation. 


"I feel you have to get the right 


attitude," she said. "First you have to 
want to lose weight, then you have to 
seek the knowledge by which to do 
it " 


"WHERE MOST of us fall down Is 


putting the knowledge into action. And 
even if you do put it into action and 
succeed in losing weight, you have to 
keep on with the diet, keep on watch- 
ing what you eat. It doesn't last 
long," said Maxine. 


"Buy beyond all that, you have to 


be doing something enjoyable. Too of- 
ten, we feel deprived when on a diet." 


Her book Is distributed in the area 


through some of the YMCAs, as well 
us some newsstands. A couple of her 
fdvorite recipes follow.

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Refrigerator freezer is important 
when cooking for a family of one 


Cooking can be a wasteful and cost- 


ly process for the single cook. Casse- 
roles don't taste very good the fourth 
lime around, fresh vegetables often 
can't be eaten up before they rot and 
some foods, like souffles, don't keep 
well for leftovers. 


But there's a way for singles to en- 


joy the fancy flavors and economy of 
casseroles. The answer requires a 
small casserole dish, the refrigerator 
freezer and a good recipe which can 
be divided and frozen for later use. 


To prepare a casserole for Individ- 


ual servings to be frozen, use only 
foods which will not lose their texture 
or taste in the freezer — tomato 
sauce, ground meats, vegetables like 
broccoli or spinach, and some cheeses 
are good. 


This casserole recipe calls for a

TODAY'S RECIPE uses soy beans, 


which are now being stocked by local 
supermarkets. They ore usually on 
the shelf with all the other dried 
beans and rice. The more I work with 
these beans the more enthusiastic I 
am. They have a wonderfully satis- 
fying "soul food" taste that is so 
much more than the bland flavor we 
are used to in beans. It's sort of nutty. 


Soy beans are a complete protein 


food and as such are a good, low cost 
meat substitute. A pound of beans dry 
weight at a cost of about 55 cents will 
make a meal for six people. 


THEHE AHE TWO recipes here be-

For those with an eye for kitchen 


gadgets, the recent National House- 
wares Exposition in Chicago, was like 
a Christmas toy land. 


Pretzel-making machines, electric 


crepe pans, coffee makers, ham- 
burger appliances. . . the aisles were 
packed with new and not-so-new cook- 
ing aids. 


"Consumer confidence in the econo- 


my's well-being during this presiden- 
tial election year has accelerated 
throughout the past six months," said 
Dolph Zapfel, managing director of 
the sponsoring National Housewares 
Manufacturers Association. This "con- 
fidence-inspired 
spending of con- 


sumers" has resulted in midyear op- 


timism among leaders of the $20 bil- 
lion housewares business, be said. 


"IT SEEMS THAT trends in house- 


wares donT come and go. Instead, 
they come and grow, Zupfel said* cit- 
ing the mushrooming growth of elec- 
tric quick hamburger cookers, auto- 
matic electric drip coffeemakers, 
slow cookers and crepe pans. 


Last July's Housewares Exposition 


had two electric quick hamburger 
cookers; this year there were more 
than a dozen — many of them double 
cookers to make two burgers at a 
time, and others with flip grids to fry 
bacon and eggs. 


Last January there was only one 


electric crepe maker on display. At 
least half a dozen housewares manu-

facturers showed electric crepe pans 
this time. 


Of special interest were the takeoff 


items inspired by popular appliances. 
For example, a replacement carafe 
for automatic drip coffeemakers fits 
all popular brands of stand-type units. 


A N D ONE manufacturer dis- 


played an oblong-shaped, electric slow 
cooker "plus" which also bakes, 
roasts, stews and gnlls. Its aluminum 
pot lifts off the heating base to be- 
come a serving piece, white the base 
turns into a mini-grill for cooking 
foods like eggs and bacon. 


A mini-peanut butter maker has a 


control that turns automatically to 
help the flow of nuts into the grinding 
mechanism. And something called 
"Fry Baby" was designed for single 


people to deep fry foods. 


Several displays related to food dry- 


ing, a food preservation method grow- 
ing in popularity. One manufacturer 
showed a "drying oven," which is 
merely a low-voltage, tow-heat appli- 
ance with racks for the fruit and 
vegetables. A more enterprising en- 
trepreneur from California was sell- 
ing a screen window-type apparatus 
for outdoor drying. 


CAST IRON cookware is making a 


big dent in the pots and pans market 
again — probably due to the Bicenten- 
nial. 


And for those who are not handy 


with pins and needles, one company is 
marketing an egg- piercer that pun- 
ches a tiny hole in the egg shell to 
prevent boiled eggs from cracking.

It is summer, when thoughts turn 


blithely to the backyard barbecue pit. 


Many men who wouldn't dream of 


going near a stove during the winter 
months turn into cooking fools in sum- 
mer. 


They believe they have no peer 


when it cornea to resiling up a sum- 
mer cookout. 


Unfortunately, their horizons often 


are limited. Grab a steak, some hot 
dogs, some hamburgers or some 
chicken breasts, and toss them over 
the charcoals — or, increasingly, the 
gas or electric brazier. 


Here are three different, delicious 


things you can do with chopped meat 
that wUl have your family crowning 
you "King of the Roast." 


WINEBURGERS 


Mix 2 pounds of ground beef with Vx 


cup each of burgundy wine and 
coarsely chopped stuffed green olives. 
Divide into 8 patties and cook as with 
regular hamburgers over hot coals 
about 3 minutes on each side, or to 
desired doneness. Serve on sesame 
seed hamburger buns. 


PEANUTBURGERS 


Mix 2 pounds of ground beef with tt 


cup each of soft, fine breadcrumbs 
and chopped salted peanuts and 1 cup 
of smoky barbecue sauce. Form into 8 
thick patties and cook as regular 
hamburgers, about 4 to 5 minutes 
each side, or to desired doneness. 
Brush with more barbecue sauce on 
both sides, serve on sesame seed 
hamburger buns. 


GIANT TURNOVERS 


Here's your shopping list for the 


best thing to happen to the basic ham- 
burger since charcoal was invented. 


Mix 2 pouds of ground chuck with 2 


eggs, 1-Vi teaspoons of seasoned salt, 
]/4 teaspoon each of seasoned pepper 
and garlic powder and 1 tablespoon of 
Worcestershire sauce. Divide into 6 
portions. 


On a sheet of wax paper, using a 


bowl or dish as a guide, draw a 7-inch 
circle. Place one meat portion in the 
center of the circle, then pat it down 
until it fills the circle. Spread the 
meat lightly with brown mustard. Us- 
ing a total of 1 cup of diced Cheddar 
cheese, and Vi cup each of iced pi- 
miento and sour pickles, sprinkle 1/6 
of each on half the patty, leaving 
about on inch at the edge. 


Lift the waxed paper and fold the 


uncoated half of the -meat onto the 
filled half. Press the edges together 
as tightly as possible to form a giant 
turnover. 


Repeat with the remainder of the 


meat and fillings. Brush one side of 
each turnover with bottled smoky bar- 
beque sauce. Cook over hot coals, 
turning once and brushing again with 
the sauce. Cook to desired doneness. 


One of these will handle a normal 


appetite. The superhungry can con- 
sume two. Serve giant turnovers on a 
plate or split hero buns. The regular 
picnic items — beer, potato salad, co- 
leslaw — go well. 


One word of caution: Don't over- 


stuff, or the meat will not be able to 
contain the goodies inside.

Refrigerator freezer is important 
when cooking for a family of one 


Cooking can be a wasteful and cost- 


ly process for the single cook. Casse- 
roles don't taste very good the fourth 
time around, fresh vegetables often 
can't be eaten up before they rot and 
some foods, like souffles, don't keep 
well for leftovers. 


But there's a way for singles to en-

council and school clusters. 


TIIK 
ADMINISTRATIVE council, 


which includes principals and central 
office staff, nets as an advLsory group 
to the superintendent and reviews dis- 
trict curriculum changes 
and re- 


sources. 


A school cluster exists for each of 


the five junior high school areas and 
i n c l u d e s the feeder elementary 
schools and junior high school princi- 
pals. Kach cluster decides how the 
special services staff, such as music 
teachers awl learning disability teach- 
ers, assigned to the cluster should be 
allocated to the individual schools. 


Principals, instead of coordinators 


to the central office level, have been 
assigned the responsibility of over- 
seeing t;t major subject areas. Spe- 
cialists will be hired to conduct teach- 
er workshops, rather than maintain- 
ing a person full-time. 


Special education classes will re- 


main under the jurisdiction of the cen- 
tral office.

Deficit looms in Harper budget 


Harper College will spend $900,000 


more than it receives in income dur- 
ing the 1976-77 school year and will 
need a tax increase in 1977 to keep 
from depleting its cash reserves, ac- 
cording to the 1976-77 tentative budg- 
et. 


The budget, which will be reviewed 


by the Harper Board of Trustees 
tonight, calls for operating budget ex- 
penditures of $14,056,080. up 21.1 per 
cent from 1975-76 expenditures. Proj- 
ected 
1970-77 revenues will total 


$13,151,000. up 18.5 per cent from the 
projected 1975-76 revenues. 


A 5.5-ccnt per $100 equalized as- 


sessed valuation tax increase will be 
needed in 1977, said William Mann, 
vice president of administrative ser- 


vices. Without an increase, which 
would have to be approved in a refer- 
endum, the college would deplete its 
reserves in the next two or three 
years he said. The 5.5-cent increase 
would add $5.50 to the tax bill on a 
home assessed at $10,000. 


USE OF S903.080 from the college's 


invested cash surplus will balance the 
1976-77 budget. However, when added 
to the $508,340 in reserve that the col- 
lege used to balance its 1975-76 budg- 
et. Harper will spend more than $1 
million than it received in income for 
the 1975-77 period. 


The 
bulk 
of the college's 
ex- 


penditures will be made in its educa- 
tion fund, which covers costs such as 
teachers' 
salaries, 
administrative 


costs and student service*. 


Tuition is the major source of the 


anticipated $9,407,000 education fund 
revenues. The budget projects that 
38,5 cents of each dollar in education- 
fund revenues will come from tuition. 
Tuition has been raised from $14 to 
$l;i per credit hour for the coming 
year. 


Local taxes account for 23.7 cents of 


every dollar, while state aid accounts 
for 25.1 cents. 


The cost per student will increase 


by 4.5 per cent from $1.345 to $1,406. 


Aid from the state will increase- 


$464,000 
over last 
year, totaling 


$4,184,000 for the college's education 
and building funds. State aid as a per- 
centage of total income is declining 
however, Mann said. He said for 


schools it seems, "The recession is 
now." 


.MANN SAID THE college can ex- 


pect state aid to decline while ex- 
penses continue to rise That situation 
makes the projected 1977 tax increase 
necessary, he said. 


The college's building funds ex- 


penditures are projected at $2,353.130, 
a 12.9 per cent increase over 1975-76 
expenses. Kxpendetures in the bond 
and interest fund will increase 130 per 
cent to $1.410,300. The large increase 
is attributable to retirement of debts 
and interest on bonds.

$35 per pupil next year for materials 
and supplies. Under the former organ- 
ization, principals had bargained with 
the administration to receive such 
funds. 


day said a 14-member citizens com- 
mittee has been organizing efforts to 
open the center in an old parsonage 
leased to the park district by Immu- 
nuel Lutheran Church, 1396 Thacker 
St. The church has leased the building 
to the park district for $1 a year. 


"The committee, which has a broad 


representation of service groups and 
the senior citizen community here, 
has been meeting regularly for the 
last month," said Markworth.

ALTHOUGH THE CITY has a se- 


nior citizen program, it currently does 
not have a center where the elderly 
can meet or take part in recreational 
programs. 


Markworth said the committee has

expenses The committee estimates it 
will cost $4,000 for utilities, part of 
which the park district has agreed to 
pay. 


Another $5,000 is needed for furnish- 


ings, including tables, chairs, a tele- 
vision, refrigerator and other appli- 
ances. Finally, about $2,500 to $3,000 
is needed to remodel the building. 


"These are really ball park figures." 


said Markworth, "We're trying to see 
how much of this will be donated be- 
fore we actually know how much 
money we will need. Some of the ex- 
penses, such as furnishings, will be a 
one-time thing."

Tax hike referendum seen 
Deficit looms in Harper budget 


Harper College will spend $900,000 


more than it receives in income dur- 
ing the 1976-77 school year and will 
need a tax increase in 1977 to keep 
from depleting its cash reserves, ac- 
cording to the 1976-77 tentative budg- 
et. 


The budget, which will be reviewed 


by the Harper Board of Trustees 
tonight, calls for operating budget ex- 
penditures of $14,056,080, up 21.1 per 
cent from 1975-76 expenditures. Proj- 
ected 
1976-77 revenues 
will total 


$13,151,000, up 18.5 per cent from the 
projected 1975-76 revenues. 


A 5.5-cent per $100 equalized as- 


sessed valuation tax increase will be 
needed in 1977, said William Mann, 
vice president of administrative ser- 


vices. Without an increase, which 
would have to be approved in a refer- 
endum, the college would deplete its 
reserves in the next two or three 
years he said The 5.5-cent increase 
would add $5 50 to the tax bill on a 
home assessed at $10,000. 


t'SE OF $903,080 from the college's 


invested cash surplus will balance the 
1976-77 budget. However, when added 
to the $508,340 in reserve that the col- 
lege used to balance its 1975-76 budg- 
et, Harper will spend more than $1 
million than it received in income for 
the 1975-77 period 


The 
bulk 
of 
the 
college's 
ex- 


penditures will be made in its educa- 
tion fund, which covers costs such as 
teachers' 
salaries, 
administrative 


costs and student services. 


Tuition is the major source of the 


anticipated $9,407,000 education fund 
revenues. The budget projects that 
38.5 cents of each dollar in education- 
fund revenues will come from tuition. 
Tuition has been raised from $14 to 
$15 per credit hour for the coming 
year. 


Local taxes account for 25.7 cents of 


every dollar, while state aid accounts 
for 25 1 cents. 


The cost per student will increase 


by 4.5 per cent from $1 345 to $1.406. 


Aid from the state will increase 


$464,000 
over 
last year, 
totaling 


$4,184,000 for the college's education 
and building funds. State aid as a per- 
centage of total income is declining 
however, Mann said. He said for 


schools it seems, "The recession is 
now." 


MANN SAID THE college can ex- 


pect state aid to decline while ex- 
penses continue to nse That situation 
makes the projected 1977 tax increase 
necessary, he said. 


The college's building funds ex- 


penditures are projected at $2.353.180, 
a 12.9 per cent increase over 1975-76 
expenses. Expcndoturos in the bond 
and intcrc-st fund will increase 130 per 
cent to $1,410.300 The large increase 
is attributable to retirement of debts 
and interest on bonds

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Glenbrook annex would net Oakton $900,000 yearly 


The Glenbrook High School Dist. 225 


Board of Education has formally re- 
quested that it be annexed to the Oak- 
ton College District, a move which if 
approved, would bring Oakton $900,000 
a year in added taxes and allow for 
program expansion. 


The request for annexation must be 


approved by the Illinois Community 
College Board, a process which will 
take between three and 12 months, 
Oakton Pres. William A. Koehnline 
said. 


Annexation 
means "gratification 


and anticipation of expanded mone- 
tary problems which we are well able 
to handle," he said. 


Koehnline was referring to the fact 


that Oakton will lose $175,000 next 
spring if Glenbrook becomes part of 
the district by December. 


The loss will result from Oakton's 


loss of charge-back fees currently 
paid by Glenbrook so that Glenbrook 
students can attend Oakton. Koehnline 
said approximately 26 per cent of 
Oakton's 5,751 students enrolled in 
credit programs live out of the dis- 
trict, and one-fourth of those live in 
the Glenbrook district. 


Oakton will not receive tax reve- 


nues from Glenbrook until next sum- 
mer, assuming annexation was ap- 


proved by Dec. 31, 1976, Koehnline 
said. 


THE LONGER the state college 


board waits to approve annexation, 
the more it will cost Oakton to edu- 
cate Glenbrook students before tax 
revenues begin to cover costs, be 
said. 


Koehnline's estimate of from three 


months to a year for the approval pro- 
cess to be completed includes a 30 day 
period when district residents may 
file petitions calling for a referendum 
on the annexation. 


It will be at least two or three years 


before the majority of Glenbrook stu- 
dents attending community colleges 


are at Oakton, because many are en- 
rolled at other community colleges, 
Koehnline said. 


The Oakton Board of Trustees this 


week approved an agreement that will 
permit Glenbrook residents enrolled 
in other community colleges to com- 
plete their studies at colleges other 
than Oakton in the event of annexa- 
tion. 


KOEHNLINE SAID the'addition of 


Glenbrook to the Oakton district will 
mean Oakton can offer programs that 
it presently does not have the commu- 
nity resources or sufficient student de- 
mand to offer. 


"We will be able to serve the resi-

dents of Miles and Maine Township as 
well as the residents of Northfield 
Township (the Glenbrook district) bet- 
ter by having the larger population 
base and the larger financial base," 
Kuehnline said. 


The site of Oakton's permanent 


campus, which will be built on Cen- 
tral Road west of the Tri-State Toll- 
way, will be in the center of the Oak- 
ton district if Glenbrook is annexed, 
Koehnline said, so annexation will not 
necessitate building a satelite campus 
for Glenbrook students. 


Annexation also will not increase 


the number of full-time faculty mem- 
bers in the next two years because 
Oakton usually adjusts its faculty to 
increased enrollment by hiring part- 
time instructors, he said. This proce- 


dure would change if enrollment in- 
creased by more than 10 per cent in 
one year, but Koehnline does not fore- 
see annexation causing such a jump. 


The annexation move by the Glen- 


brook Board of Education increases 
the likelihood that Evanston Township 
Dist. 202 will take similar action, 
Koehnline said. 


"We will receive them with open 


arms whenever they wish to come," 
he said. Staying out of Oakton's dis- 
trict will be too expensive for Evans- 
ton, he said. A high school district 
that is not annexed to a community 
college district must pay the college 
the difference between in-district and 
out-district tuition for each of its stu- 
dents attending the college.

vards in Elk Grove Village while they 
were supposed to be watering new 
sod for Cook County along Devon Ave- 
nue, and Rohlwmg and Ncrge roads. 


"THIS WAS NOT sanctioned by the 


management here and that is why we 
have two ex-truck drivers," Hulls 
said. He said the residents allegedly 
approached the truck drivers wHh the 
request (or water, offering to pay $3 
and $10.

Water rate hike bid draws residents' opposition 


The president of the Euclid-Lake 


H o m e o w n e r s Assn. and another 
Mount Prospect 
resident 
testified 


Wednesday before the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission against a water 
and sewer rato increase sought by 
Citizens Utilities Co. 


Marie L. Caylor. association presi- 


dent, presented several written cus- 
tomer complaints as evidence oppos- 
ing the rate increase request. The 
complaints, accompanied by sworn af- 
fidavits, ranged from billing problems 
to the presence of impurities such as 
rust and oil in water. 


"Naturally none of us approve of or 


favor the increases being asked," 
Mrs. Caylor said. "The rust problem 
has been a very major one and water 
odor continues to plague people both 
in the Waycindcn area (near Des 
Plaines) and our area. These are 
problems which we believe must defi- 


nitely be corrected certainly before 
any increases are granted." 


CITIZENS UTILITIES, which serves 


about 2,300 residents in Mount Pros- 
pect's New Town area, earlier this 
year asked for a two-pronged rate in- 
crease totaling 70 per cent. The firm 
first requested an increase to offset 
its 1974 deficit estimated at $634,000. 


A second increase is being sought to 


cover the investor-owned utlity's fu- 
ture costs. Walter J. Larson, general 
manager for the utility at the hearing 
stood by his previous justification for 
the higher rates. He said additional 
manpower needs, inflation and rising 
cost of chemicals make the request 
necessary. 


If the commission approves the first 


rate hike, residents now paying Si.31 
a month for 1.000 gallons of water 
would pay $1.81 a month. Should the 
second increase be granted, custom- 
ers now using less than 8,000 gallons 


of water a month would be billed $2.25 
per 1,000 gallons. Sewer rates are ex- 
pected to nearly double. 


Mrs. Caylor admitted she has ob- 


served two improvements in Citizens 
Utilities' service since the firm's last 
rate hike in 1974. "They have pro- 
vided us with return envelopes for our 
bills and meter readers now wear em- 
blems on their shirts for identi- 
fication," she said. 


THE COMMERCE Commission in 


February ordered the firm to improve 
water quality and customer service 
after a 14-month investigation showed 
the water contained rust, sand, oil 
and other impurities. 


"People wouldn't object to an in- 


crease if it was a reasonable request 
and only if the quality of the water 
services were good," said Charles E. 
Frieberg, 1618 Burning Bush Ln., a 
second Mount Prospect resident of- 
fering opposing testimony. 


"lean understand it will require ad- 


ditional monies for improvements, but 
under the present conditions of bad 
water and sewer service, increases 
are unjustified," Frieberg said. 


Frieberg presented a water sample 


from his tap as evidence. 


"First they must improve their ser- 


vices, then ask for the rate hike. 
They're trying to improve their prof- 
its without doing anything for their 
customers," he said. "Hopefully after 
today's meeting, the commerce com- 
mission will be aware of the fact that 
citizens are concerned." 


Commerce Commission Examiner 


Mark Goldstein said more evidence 
has to be filed, customer complaints 
have to be reviewed and further hear- 
ings will be held before the commis- 
sion rules on the rate increase 
request. Citizens Utilities filed its rate 
increase request in February. 


The ICC will near further testimony 


Aug. 5. The commerce commission 
will hear attorney's final arguments 
Sept. 1 and 2 and a final ruling on the 
rake hike request is expected Sept. 29. 


"The way they're being presented," 


Larson said, "until We review these 
written complaints, I can't say whet- 
ther they are valid or not, and if they 
are valid, when they were valid." 


Slough 
9s future embroiled in debate

It is difficult to imagine one of na- 


ture's quiet refuges in the Northwest 
suburbs, a marshy, 27-acre slough in 
Prospect Heights, being the center of 
controversy. 


It is a tranquil place amid the sur- 


rounding development that provides 
sanctuary for a variety of creatures 
— fish, muskrat, frogs, fowl and in- 
sects. 


There is life in the thick under- 


growth, cattails and muddy waters. 
Nature's island in the sprawling sub- 
urbs is a place to spend peaceful mo- 
ments fishing, boating and walking. 


The orca has been a center of con- 


troversy in the past. Disputes have 
arisen between residents and con- 
servation groups wishing to preserve 
the slough and developers who would 
rather see it the focal point of a devel- 
opment. 


Efforts are afoot by the Prospect 


Heights Pnrk Board to preserve the 
area with the support of those who 
make their homes on its shores. 


"They arc tearing down so much to- 


day that they don't even realize the 


importance of leaving some open 
space to nature," said Barbara Har- 
ris, 104 Mandel Ln., and a resident of 
the newly incorporated community 
who is concerned about the future of 
the slougn. 


The wetland, just west of Elmhurst 


Road and spreading northward past 
Willow Road, has special meaning to 
Mrs. Harris. Her parents have lived 
the past 30 years just a block away 
from the slough where she played as 
a child. 


TODAY, MRS. Harris brings her 


three children to the slough to observe 
nature whenever she can. 


The southern half of the slough, 


south of Willow Road and west of Hill- 
side Avenue, is where Mrs. Harris 
and her childhood friends used to 
play. It is heavily vegetated and held 
by a trust at the Maywood Proviso 
State Bank, Maywood. 


The Prospect Heights Park District 


filed a condemnation suit in 1974 to 
acquire that part of the slough. The 
district has received an Illinois Dcpt. 
of Conservation grant to help pur- 


chase the property if it is acquired. 


The suit has been delayed in Cook 


County Circuit Court and attorneys 
for the park district are not sure when 
the case will be resolved. 


The northern half of the slough, 


north of Willow Road and bounded on 
the west by Hillcrest Drive, is known 
as Hillcrest Lake and is owned by the 
Hillcrest Lake Homeowners Assn. 


Area residents purchased the 13- 


acres more than 10 years ago to keep 
it out of the hands of developers. 


The park district has made ad- 


vances toward purchasing the lake, 
but it has not filed a condemnation 
suit for the northern half of the 
slough. 


The park district owns 1.5 acres ad- 


jacent to the southern half of the 
slough off of Elmhurst Road. The 
Prospect Heights chapter of the Izaak 
Walton League constructed an $11,000 
nature shelter there in 1975. 


The league and other community 


groups, government agencies such as 
the park district and area residents 
have continually united to preserve 
the slough.

IT OFTEN HAS been a battle, not 


only against developers, but against 
the ravages of sewage overflow, soil 
erosion and dumping that could en- 
danger the slough's wildlife. 


Those 
with a technical under- 


standing of the land say the slough is 
a "sponge" that soaks up storm run- 
off from the land around it rather 
than allowing the water to flood low- 
lying areas downstream. The slough 
is a link in the McDonald Creek tri- 
butary system that drains into the 
Des Plaines River. 


But those whose homes border the 


slough say it is a place of tranquility 
that provides recreation and outdoor 
education. 


"The people here are very con- 


cerned about the slough. It provides 
us with a magnificant view from our 
front rooms and kitchens. The small 
animals that crawl out onto our lawns 
once in awhile are more an asset than 
a "liability" said Eugene Bachara, 9 
Hillside Ave. 


"BUT, THE MOST rewarding thing 


is that it provides little boys, like my 
own, with a Huckleberry Finn-Tom 
Sawyer place to go barefoot and fish 
and sail a raft," he said. 


Park district officials say they 


would like to make sure children in 
years to come have the same chance. 


"At most, we might put in a few 


simple piers, maybe a walking and 
bicycling path around the edge. But, 
the park district just wants to pre- 
serve the slough and protect it," said 
William Kuhns, park board commis- 
sioner.

Tax hike referendum seen 
Deficit looms in Harper budget 


Harper College will spend $900,000 


more than it receives in income dur- 
ing the 1976-77 school year and will 
need a tax increase in 1977 to keep 
from depleting its cash reserves, ac- 
cording to the 1976-77 tentative budg- 
et. 


The budget, which will be reviewed 


by the Harper Board of Trustees 
tonight, calls for operating budget ex- 
penditures of $14,0f>6,080, up 21.1 per 
cent from 1975-76 expenditures. Proj- 
ected 
1976-77 revenues 
will tola! 


$13,151,000, up 18.5 per cent from the 
projected 1975-76 revenues. 


A 5.5-cent per $100 equalized as- 


sessed valuation tax increase will be 
needed in 1977, said William Mann, 
vice president of administrative, .ser- 
vices. Without an increase, which 
would have to l>e approved in a refer- 
endum, the college would deplete its 
reserves in the next two or three 
years he said. The 5.5-cent increase 
would add S5.50 to the tax bill on a 
home assessed at $1U,000. 


USE OK $905,080 from the college's 


invested cash surplus will balance the 
1976-77 budget. However, when added 
to the $500,340 in reserve that the col- 
lege used to balance its 1975-76 budg- 
et. Harper will spend more than Si 
million than it received in income for 
the 1975-77 period. 


The 
bull; of the 
college'.-- ex- 


penditures will be made in its educa- 
tion fund, which covens costs such as 
teachers' 
salaries, 
administrative 


costs and student services. 


Tuition is the major source of the 


antieipated $9,407,000 education fund 
revenues. The budget projects thai 
:i8.5 cents of each dollar in education- 
fund revenues will come from tuition. 
Tuition has been raised from $M to 
$15 per credit hour for the coming 
year. 


Local taxes account for 25.7 cents of 


every dollar, while state aid accounts 
for 25.1 cents. 


The cost per student 'will increase 


by 4.5 per cent from $1,345 to $1,406. 


Aid from the. state will iocreaso 


$464,000 
over 
last 
year, 
totaling 


$4,184,000 for the college's education 
and building funds. State aid as a per- 
centage of total income is declining 


however, Mann said. He said for 
schools it seems, "The recession is 
now." 


MANN SAID THE college can ex- 


pect state aid to decline while ex- 
penses continue to rise. That situation 
makes the projected 1977 tax increase 
necessary, he said. 


The college's building funds ex- 


penditures are projected at $2,353,130, 


a 12.9 per cent increase over 1975-76 
expenses. Expendetures in the bond 
and interest fund will increase 130 per 
cent to $1,410,300. The large increase 
is attributable to retirement of debts 
and interest on bonds. 


The board will meet at 8 p.m. in the

New rules for welfare payments 


Social service personnel approving 


persons for general assistance pay- 
ments in Wheeling Township will be 
guided by new rules adopted this 
week by township auditors. 


The township's social service de- 


partment had been using guidelines 
formulated by the Illinois Dept. of 
Public Aid. Many of those provisions 
were included in the township's policy 
for the distribution of $178,050 in the 
1970-77 general assistance budget. 


The new guidelines, containing sev- 


eral additions and corrections sub- 
mitted by human services coordinator 
Charlene Hawthorne, now go to Town- 
ship Ally. Richard Cowen for his re- 
view. 


THE TOWNSHIP guidelines are di- 


vided into five categories: general as- 
sistance, medical care, medically in- 
digent, 
rights 
of 
applicants and 


recipients, and respectable burial ar- 
rangements. 


Much of the auditors' discussion 


centered on problems of youths and 
non-English spcakwg persons apply- 


ing for general assistance. 


The auditors deleted a sentence in 


the proposed guidelines that would 
have "urged" non-English speaking 
applicants "to obtain the assistance of 
an interpreter in completing the appli- 
cation form and the interview." 


Auditor William Reed suggested the 


township should provide such an inter- 
preter, but Auditor Ray DeMaerte- 
laere questioned whether the guide- 
lines "should saddle the township with 
the duty of finding an interpreter." 


Township Supervisor Ethel Kolerus 


assured the auditors the township's 
social service workers "already make 
every effort to get an interpreter" for 
those unable to speak or understand 
English. Such help is often found at 
Northwest Opportunity Center. 


ANOTHER QUESTION arose over 


the statement in the proposed guide- 
lines that "parents are legally respon- 
sible for providing support for chil- 
dren under 2! years of age." 
Dc- 


Maertelaere. a lawyer in private 
practice, said his experience in di- 


vorce litigation shows that parents 
can be, but are not necessarily legally 
responsible for their children. 


Mrs. Kolerus said the age support 


definition was used by the state in 
welfare matters and was necessary to 
discourage some adolescents from 
seeking public aid. 


"More and more emancipated chil- 


dren are leaving home today and pos- 
sibly could come here tomorrow (ask- 
ing) to be set up by us in food and 
rent rather than take out the garbage 
and do a few things at home," Mrs. 
Kolerus said. 


The age limits of parental support 


were referred to Cowen. 


The township guidelines also include 


provisions requiring applicants to liq- 
uidate their capital assets such as 
boats, campers, valuables or jewelry 
to first meet their needs before apply- 
ing for general assistance from the 
township. 


The guidelines also provide for the 


township financing burial should the 
deceased not be covered by either vet- 
erans' benefits or Social Security.

NORTRAN gets brief reprieve

The North Suburban Mass Transit 


District will continue to operate buses 
in the North and Northwest suburbs 
for at least one more week in hopes 
that local communities will provide 
needed operating funds through emer- 
gency loans. 


The NORTRAN Board Wednesday 


night voted unanimously to ask the 21 
NORTRAN communities to come up 
with $300,000 to fund bus operations 
through Sept. 7. 


Des Plaines, one of the three larg- 


est NORTRAN communities is being 
asked to contribute $37,000. Wheeling 
is being asked for $8,300. 


An estimated $100,000 is needed to 


keep the system operating past July 
30. Without the funds the district, 
which serves 15,000 daily riders, will 
be forced to close its doors. A meeting 
is scheduled Wednesday to determine 
whether continued operations are pos- 
sible.

Authority created the financial crisis 
when it failed to adopt its 1976-77 


budget June 30 as required by law. 
Suburban directors blocked budget ap- 
proval in an effort to force the resig- 
nation of Chairman Milton Pikarsky. 
This stopped the flow of needed sub- 
sidies to NORTRAN. 


Although the budget was approved 


this week as part of a compromise 
agreement, the RTA cannot spend any 
part of its $177 million budget until 
the courts rule on the validity of the 
document.

"The money to pay these bills is ly-

Even while the squads had entered 


the cemetery, one had suddenly 
peeled off, siren activated.

Slough's future embroiled in debate

It ia difficult to imagine one of na- 


ture's quiet refuges ui the Northwest 
suburbs, a marshy. 27-acre slough in 
Prospect Heights, being the center of 
controversy. 


It is a tranquil place amid the sur- 


rounding development that provides 
sanctuary for a variety of creatures 
— fish, muskrat, frogs, fowl and in- 
sects. 


There ia life in the thick under- 


growth, cattails and muddy waters. 
Nature's island in the sprawling sub- 
urb* Is • place to spend peaceful mo- 
menta fishing, boating and walking. 


The area has been a center of con- 


troversy in the past Disputes have 
arisen between residents and con- 
servation groups wishing to preserve 
the slough and developers who would 
rather see it the focal point of a devel- 
opment 


Efforts are afoot by the Prospect 


Heights Park Board to preserve the 
area with the support of those who 
rruiko their homes on its shores 


"They are tearing down so much to- 


ddy that they don't even realize the 
importance of leaving some open 
space to nature," said Barbara Har- 
ris, 104 Mandel Ln , and a resident of 
the newly incorporated community 
who is concerned about the future of 
the slough 


The wetland, just west of Elmhurst 


Road and spreading northward past 
Willow Road, has special meaning to 


Mrs Harris Her parents have lived 
the past 30 years just a block away 
from the slough where she played as 
a child 


TODAY, MRS. Harns brings her 


three children to the slough to observe 
nature whenever she can. 


The southern half of the slough, 


south of Willow Road and west of Hill- 
side Avenue, is whera Mrs. Hams 
and her childhood friends used to 
play. It is heavily vegetated and field 
by a trust at the Maywood Proviso 
State Bank, Maywood. 


The Prospect Heights Park District 


filed a condemnation suit in 1974 to 
acquire that part of the slough. The 
district has received an Illinois Dept. 
of Conservation grant to help pur- 
chase the property if it is acquired 


The suit has been delayed in Cook 


County Circuit Court and attorneys 
for the park district are not sure when 
the case will be resolved 


The northern half of the slough, 


noith of Willow Road and bounded on 
the west by Hillcrcst Drive, is known 
as Hillcrest Lake and is owned by the 
Hillcrest Lake Homeowners Assn. 


Area residents purchased the 13- 


acres more than 10 years ago to keep 
it out of the hands of developers 


The park district has made ad- 


vances toward purchasing the lake, 
but it has not filed a condemnation 
suit for the northern half of the 
slough 


The park district owns 15 acres ad- 


jacent to the southern half of the 
slough off of Elmhurst Road 
The 


Prospect Heights chapter of the Izaak 
Walton League constructed an $11,000 
nature shelter there in 1975 


The league and other community 


groups, government agencies such as 
the park district and area residents 
have continually united to preserve 
the slough. 


IT OFTEN HAS been a battle, not 


only against developers, but against 
the ravages of sewage overflow, soil 
erosion and dumping that could en- 
danger the slough's wildlife 


Those with a technical 
under- 


standing of the land say the slough is 
a "sponge" that soaks up storm run- 
off from the land around it rather 
than allowing the water to flood low- 
lying areas downstream. The slough 
is a link in the McDonald Creek tri- 
butary system that drains into the 
Des Plaines River 


But those whose homes border the 


slough say it is a place of tranquility 
that provides recreation and outdoor 
education. 


"The people here are very con- 


cerned about the slough It provides 
us with a magnificent view from our 
front rooms and kitchens The small 
animals that crawl out onto our lawns 
once In awhile are more an asset than 
a "liability" said Eugene Bachara, 9 
Hillside Ave. 


"BUT, THE MOST rewarding thing 


is that it provides little boys, like my 
own, with a Huckleberry Finn-Tom 
Sawyer place to go barefoot and fish 
and sail a raft," he said 


Park district officials say they 


would like to make sure children in 
years to come have the same chance. 


"At most, we might put in a few 


simple piers, maybe a walking and 
bicycling path around the edge But, 
the park district just wants to pre- 
serve the slough and protect it," said 
William Kuhns, park board commis- 
sioner.

Without an increase, which 
would have.to be approved in a refer- 
endum, the college would deplete its 
reserves in the next two or three 
years he said.

New rules for welfare payments 


Social service personnel approving 


persons for general assistance pay- 
ments in Wheeling Township will be 
guided by new rules adopted this 
week by township auditors. 


The township's social service de- 


partment had been using guidelines 
formulated by the Illinois Dept. of 
Public Aid. Many of those provisions 
were included in the township's policy 
for the distribution of $178,050 in the 
1976-77 general assistance budget. 


The new guidelines, containing sev- 


eral additions and corrections sub- 
mitted by human services coordinator 
C'harlene Hawthorne, now go to Town- 
ship Atty. Richard Cowen for his re- 
view. 


THE TOWNSHIP guidelines are di- 


vided into five categories: general as- 
sistance, medical care, medically in- 
digent, 
rights 
of applicants 
and 


recipients, and respectable burial ar- 
rangements. 


Much of the auditors' discussion 


centered on problems of youths and 
non-English speaking persons apply- 


ing for general assistance. 


The auditors deleted a sentence in 


the proposed guidelines that would 
have "urged" non-English speaking 
applicants "to obtain the assistance of 
an interpreter in completing the appli- 
cation form and the interview." 


Auditor William Reed suggested the 


township should provide such an inter- 
preter, but Auditor Ray DeMaerte- 
laere questioned whether the guide- 
lines "should saddle the township with 
the duty of finding an interpreter." 


Township Supervisor Ethel Kolerus 


assured the auditors the township's 
social service workers "already make 
every effort to get an interpreter" for 
those unable to speak or understand 
English. Such help is often found at 
Northwest Opportunity Center. 


ANOTHER QUESTION arose over 


the statement in the proposed guide- 
lines that "parents are legally respon- 
sible for providing support for chil- 
dren under 21 years of age." De- 
Maertelaere, a lawyer in private 
practice, said his experience in di- 


vorce litigation shows that parents 
can be, but are not necessarily legally 
responsible for their children.

next Tuesday's village board meet- 
ing; however, the moratorium went 
into effect Wednesday. Voting for the 
moratorium Tuesday night were Vil- 
lage Pres. Charles J. Kcttck and 
Trustees Nanci L. Vanderweel. Ron- 
ald L. Chernick and Theodore J. 
Staddler. Trustee Edward W. Kenna 
was absent from the meeting.

by the Harper Board of Trustees 
tonight, calls for operating budget ex- 
penditures of $14,056,080, up 21.1 per 
cent from 1975-76 expenditures. Proj- 
ected 
1976-77 revenues 
will

$13,151,000, up 18.5 per cent from the 
projected 1975-76 revenues. 


A 5.5-cent per $100 equalized as- 


sessed valuation tax increase will be 
needed in 1977, said William Mann, 
vice president of administrative, ser- 
vices. Without an increase, which 
would have to be approved in a refer- 
endum, the college would deplete its 
reserves in the next two or three 
years he said. The 5.5-cent increase 
would add $5.50 to the tax bill on a 
home assessed at $10,000. 


USE OF $905,OM from the college's 


invested cash surplus will balance the 
1976-77 budget. However, when added 
to the $508,340 in reserve that the col- 
lege used to balance its 1975-76 budg- 
et, Harper will spend more than $1 
million than it received in income for 
the 1975-77 period.

penditures will be made in its educa- 
tion fund, which covers costs such as 
teachers' 
salaries, 
administrative 


costs and student services. 


Tuition is the major source of the 


anticipated $9,407,000 education fund 
revenues. The budget projects that 
38.5 cents of each dollar in education- 
fund revenues will come from tuition. 
Tuition has been raised from $14 to 
$15 per credit hour for the coming 
year. 


Local taxes account for 25.7 cents of 


every dollar, while state aid accounts 
for 25.1 cents. 


The cost per student will increase 


by 4.5 per cent from $1,345 to $1,406. 


Aid from the state will increase 


$464,000 over 
last year, 
totaling 


$4,184,000 for the college's education 
and building funds. State aid as a per- 
centage of total income is declining 


however, Mann said. He said for 
schools it seems, "The recession is 
now." 


MANN SAID THE college can ex- 


pect state aid to decline while ex- 
penses continue to rise. That situation 
makes the projected 1977 tax increase 
necessary, he said.

1st water rate hike in 20 yrs. near

An across-the-board water rate hike 


in Elk Grove Village is imminent,'and 
heavy water users will begin paying a 
higher per gallon rate for their water, 
according to Trustee Nanci L. Van- 
derweel. 


Such a hike would be the first in 


about 20 years for the village. The 
rate structure has not been studied 
since 1963 when the village bought the 
system from Centex Homes Corp. 


Last December, however, the vil- 


lage board hired John B. Black, con- 
sulting engineer, to conduct a rate 
study, the results of which were given 
to the village board this week. 


Village Mgr. Charles A. Willis has 


refused to make a copy of the report 
public. However, The Herald has 
learned a series of alternative rate 
structures and changes in the current 
system are included in the report 
along with the costs of the alterna- 
tives and how much revenue they 
would produce. 


MRS. VANDERWEEL said Wednes- 


day she has heard the adminis- 
tration's recommendation will be an 


across-the-board rate increase for all 
users, an increase in tap-on fees for 
developers and a change in the rate 
structure that would have costs rise 
correspondingly with use. 


Currently, the more water a cus- 


tomer uses, the less the per gallon 
rate. Buffalo Grove recently switched 
to higher rates for heavier users, and 
Wheeling is considering such a pro- 
posal. 


Mrs. Vanderweel said she did not 


know what the suggested increases 
will be. 


She said she also understands the 


study suggests the village encourage 
recycling of industrially used water. 
High rates would be one type of en- 
couragement, she said.

The year-end surplus in the village's 


water and sewer account has been 
dwindling the past several years, par- 
ticularly because of large repair bills 
for the existing wells. The 1975-76 sur- 
plus was SI ,010.596. 
However, the 


projected 1976-77 surplus was only 
$198,653 last May, and there have 
been significant well repairs since 
that time, 


The village already has spent at 


least $227,568.94 for well repairs this 
year, in addition to the $231,950 ap- 
proved for construction of Well Nos. 
10 and 11. The 1976-77 budget included 
only $150,000 for well maintenance.

Richard Hulls, assistant to the pres- 


ident of Lawrence & Ahlman, said the 
drivers were fired after it was dis- 
covered they had been watering back- 
yards in Elk Grove Village while they 
were supposed to be watering new 
sod for Cook County along Devon Ave- 
nue, and Rohlwmg and Nerge roads. 


"THIS WAS NOT sanctioned by the 


management here and that is why we 
have two ex-truck drivers," 
Hulls 


said. He said the residents allegedly 
approached the truck drivers with the 
request for water, offering to pay $5 
and $10. 


No village law was broken appar- 


ently by the "spray scheme," accord- 
ing to Village Administrative Assl. 
Garry E. Parrin. The water was tak- 
en from a forest preserve reservoir 
ami not village fire hydrants. The wa- 
tering has stopped, however. 


A second method, called dishonest 


by Trustee Ronald L. Chernick, in- 
volves cheating to obtain new lawn 
sprinkling permits 


Chernick .said he found instances in 


which residents put in only a small 
patch of new sod so they could obtain 
the permit.-, and illegally sprinkle 
their entire lawns for up to 15 days. 
He said permits also were issued for 
shrubs, when they should not have 
been 


The village engineering department 


has begun in-person checks of lawns 
for which new lawn permits are being

They be- 
gan la.st November, leaving Califor- 
nia where they bought and outfitted 
their $8.000 boat. Just la.st week they 
dropped onc'nor for the last time in 
Miami 


Dick Anderson, a willing companion 


and high school teacher in Leadville, 
Colo , where 26-year-old Aleda was a 
practical nurse, said they were not 
the only American group victimized 
by police in local ports like Belize. He 
said American restaurant owners and 
nthc-r pleasure sailors were mis- 
treated similarly. 


"THE PLACE WAS a trap" for per- 


sons inexperienced in cruising, pleas- 
ure sailing with no set itinerary, An- 
drrson said He plans to write arti- 
clr-. illustrated with photocraphs he 
tonk dunnp the trip, to warn other 
{•a i lora 


But the prison Incident (Iho three 


wrrr* eventually released with the 
help of American embassy inter- 


vention and $500) didn't darken the 
remainder of the voyage. 


"It was a pure fantasy trip," said 


Aleda, a 1968 graduate of Arlington 
High School. 


The three began planning, organ- 


izing and .studying 18 months before 
they cast off. They took 50 gallons of 
gasoline for their auxiliary engine, 45 
gallons of drinking water, canned 
goods, powdered milk, corn 
meal 


(they all suffered from dysentery), an 
emergency locator beacon and in- 
flatable emergency 
lifecraft. Out- 


fitting the boat cost $7,000. 


ANDERSON HAD SERVED in the 


Navy and was familiar with naviga- 
tion techniques. Aleda had sailed of- 
ten and the third, a member of a pro- 
fessional ski patrol in Aspen, Colo., 
spoke Spanish fluently. None had ever 
sailed, or cruised, long-distance. 


But they were not alone, Aleda said. 


In one harbor they met three dozen 
other boats, piloted by sailors of var- 
ying experience. "The world's full of 
adventures," Anderson said. "It's just 
deciding when and what order to do 
them." 


Anderson managed the Yukon River 


in a kayak and backpackcd the more 
desolate trails in the Grand Canyon. 


While cruising, one of the three sail- 


ors was always on watch. Sometimes 
they sailed all day and night, other 
times for only eight hours. They 
frequently "anchored out" and visited 
port cities, went scuba diving, snor- 
keling or sightseeing. It was a way to 
get away from each other and to ex- 
plore.

City newsletter 
to explain ways 
to save water

Rolling Meadows' growing water 


problem will be explained to city resi- 
dents in a special newsletter to be 
mailed within the next two weeks. 


Acting City Mgr. Charles Green 


said he is preparing the newsletter, 
which will contain an explanation of 
the problem and ways to conserve wa- 
ter in the home. He said the printing 
and circulation of the newsletter will 
take from seven to 10 days. 


Much of the newsletter material will 


be taken from a report given to city 
officials by City Engineer James J. 
Muldowney. Muldowney termed the 
water situation "serious" and recom- 
mended immediate attention by the 
city. 


In his report, Muldowney said two 


of the city's wells were dangerously 
close to being shut down because of 
low water levels. He said water levels 
only reached 85 feet above pumping 
level in Well No. 4 and 43 feet above 
pumping level in Well No. 6 as of 
Monday. These levels were dan- 
gerously near the 35-foot level neces- 
sary for pump operation, 


WELL NO. 4 HAS just been lowered 


an additional 60 feet in an emergency 
move. Without the lowering, Muldow- 
ney said, the well would have had to 
be shut down. 


A third well, No. '.i, currently is not 


operational because of repairs. Other 
water levels ranged from 129 feet in 
Well No. 2 to 229 feet in Well No.l. 


Muldowney said 
an average of 


2,200,000 gallons of water is pumped 
each day. He said pumping can reach 
a peak 3,520,000 gallons on some days. 
He added the total possible rate of 
pumpage from the city's six pumps is 
6,552,000 gallons per day. 


Although pump capacity 
is suf- 


ficient to handle normal water de- 
mand. Muldowney said problems re- 
sult when sprinkling during a short 
period of time occurs on a peak day. 
When this happens, he said, demand 
will exceed the capacity of the city's 
water system and storage will be de- 
pleted. 


HE SAID THIS happened Sunday on 


the south side of Kirchoff Road and 
residents there were told by police to 
turn off their sprinklers because of a 
severe water storage shortage. 


Muldowney said if sprinkling is per- 


mitted over a seven-day period, the 
impact on the system will be less sev- 
ere but that the overall problem of 
lowering water tables will not be 
solved. He estimated total usage of 
water from the deep limestone layer 
which supplies Rolling Meadows and 
other Northwest suburbs at about 150 
million gallons of water per day. 


The estimated maximum capacity of 


the layer to replenish itself is esti- 
mated at only 50 million gallons per 
day. 


Since Rolling Meadows only draws 


a little more than 2 million gallons per 
day from the layer, he said, it alone 
has little effect on the total water situ- 
ation. He stressed regional coopera- 
tion would be necessary for any per- 
manent improvement. 


Ml'LDOWNKY recommended three 


long-ranee methods of alleviating the 
Rolling Meadows water problem. 


• Obtain Lake Michigan water. 
• Add to the existing well system 


and add storage. 


• Rewrite codes and ordinances to

increases slightly 


Water in Rolling Meadows Well No. 


6 Wednesday rose slightly above the 
dangerously low level that threatened 
its shutdown. 


City Public Works Supt. John P. 


Hennessey said the water level in the 
well was "a little better" than Tues- 
day, when it was measured at 38 feet 
above pump level, only three feet 
above the minimum level needed for 
operation. 


Hennessy said the city was op- 


erating Well No. 6 and Well No. 4 as 
little as possible, helping water levels 
rise. Well No. 4 also has been threat- 
ened by low water levels and had to 
be dropped an additional 60 feet re- 
cently. 


encourage alternate water sources 
and reduce water usage through eli- 
mination of water wasting devices. 


Muldowney said efforts by North- 


west suburban communities to obtain 
Lake Michigan water are progressing 
very slowly and that Chicago water 
would not be available to the city by 
the time the existing Rolling Meadows 
water system is expected to reach its 
capacity in 1978. 


He recommended construction of 


Well No. 7 on a city-owned site in 
the Meadow Edge subdivision and a 
one million gallon storage tank at Well 
No. 6, Golf and Wilke roads, to alle- 
viate the problem until Lake Michigan 
water becomes available. Cost of the 
two projects could reach an estimated 
$555,000. 


Muldowney said the city had been 


waiting to make water system im- 
provements until a decision on Lake 
Michigan water is reached, because 
much of the new construction might 
not be compatible with a Lake Mich- 
igan water system. However, he said 
the system would be needed before 
lake water arrives. 


ML'LDOWNKY ALSO recommended 


the following steps to conserve water: 


• 
R e q u i r e smaller flush tanks 


(about three gallons) on all new proj- 
ects and remodeling work in the city. 


• Adopt ordinances forbidding the 


use of cooling and cleaning machines 
that do not recycle water. 


• Force large commercial and in- 


dustrial sites to drill shallow wells for 
irrigation to alleviate demands on the 
city's deep well system. 


• Install fillers in all the existing 


toilet tanks wlu'ch have a greater ca- 
pacity than three or four gallons. 


• Install shower heads that don't 


use more water than necessary. 


• Consider the adoption of an in- 


verted water rate schedule charging 
more instead of less for high water 
use. 


• Increase the general water rate 


structure to decrease consumption.

2 testify against 
utility rate hike 
before state unit 


The president of the Euclid-Lake 


H o m e o w n e r s Assn. and another 
Mount 
Prospect 
resident 
testified 


Wednesday before the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission against a water 
and sewer rate increase sought by 
Citizens Utilities Co. 


Marie L. Caylor, association presi- 


dent, presented several written cus- 
tomer complaints as evidence oppos- 
ing the rate increase request. The 
complaints, accompanied by sworn af- 
fidavits, ranged from billing problems 
to the presence of impurities such as 
rust and oil in water. 


"Naturally none of us approve of or 


favor the increases being asked,'' 
Mrs. Caylor said. "The rust problem 
has been a very major one and water 
odor continues to plague people both 
in the Waycinden area (near Des 
Plaines) and our area. These are 
problems which we believe must defi- 
nitely be corrected certainly before 
any increases are granted." 


CITIZENS UTILITIES, which serves 


about 2.300 residents in Mount Pros- 
pect's New Town area, earlier this 
yew asked for a two-pronged rate in- 
crease totaling 70 per cent. The firm 
first requested an increase to offset 
its 1974 deficit estimated at $634,000. 


A second increase is being sought to 


cover the investor-owned utlity's fu- 
ture costs. Walter J. Larson, general 
manager for the utEity at the hearing 
stood by his previous justification for 
the higher rates. He said additional 
manpower needs, inflation and rising 
cost of chemicals make the request 
necessary. 


If the commission approves the first 


rate hike, residents now paying $1 31 
a month for 1,000 gallons of water 
would pay $1.81 a month. Should the 
second increase be granted, custom- 
ers now using less than 8,000 gallons 
of water a month would be billed $2.25 
per 1,000 gallons. Sewer rates are ex- 
pected to nearly double.

services were good," said Charles E. 

1618 Burning Bush Ln., a 
second Mount Prospect resident of- 
fering opposing testimony. 


"lean understand it will require ad- 


ditional monies for improvements, but 
under the present conditions of bad 
water and sewer service, increases 
arc unjustified," Fneberg said. 


Fneberg presented a water sample 


from his tap as evidence. 


"First they must improve their ser- 


\ices. then ask for the rate hike. 
They're trying to improve their prof- 
its without doing anything for their 
customers." he said. "Hopefully after 
today's meeting, the commerce com- 
mission will be aware of the fact that 
citizens are concerned."

The appropriations ordi- 
nance is required by state law and details the maximum amount of 
tax revenue the city can receive during the fiscal year. 


The anticipated revenues will come from existing federal, state 


and county tax sources, city license fees and police fines. No mu- 
nicipal real estate tax will be levied. 


The budget includes the cost of providing police protection, road 


maintenance and other services in addition to the city's operation 
expenses.

city. 


The building code ordinance gov- 


erns the issuing of permits, collection 
of fees, penalties for violations and in- 
spections of all city structures. The 
ordinance also offers guidelines for, 
electrical, plumbing, drainage and 
gas piping in buildings. 


The building code generally is based 


on standards of the Building Official 
and Code Administration. The elec-

other ordinances governing special- 
ized building for such construction as 
subdivisions. 


Although the city now has control 


over building within its limits, Cook 
County continues to have zoning juris- 
diction in Prospect Heights until the 


city council adopts its own zoning 
laws. 


The state's attorney's 
office has 


ruled that, according to state law, the 
county must continue to provide re- 
view of building plans in Prospect 
Heights to make sure they comply 
with Cook County zoning. 


BUILDING PLANS must be sub- 


mitted to the Prospect Heights city 
clerk or the city's building official, 


James Deal, and then forwarded to 
county building and zoning officials. 


Deal, 305 E School Ln., was ap- 


pointed by the city council Monday to 
serve in the volunteer position of 
overseeing the city's building situ- 
ation. Dean is an independent archi- 
tect. 


The city imposed a moratorium on

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Slough 
9s future embroiled in debate 


Cattails emerge from the shore.

It is difficult to imagine one of na- 


ture's quiet refuges in the Northwest 
suburbs, a marshy, 27-acre slough in 
Prospect Heights, being the center of • 
controversy. 


It is a tranquil place amid the sur- 


rounding development that provides 
sanctuary for a variety of creatures 
— fish, muskrat, frogs, fowl and in- 
sects. 


There is life in the thick under- 


growth, cattails and muddy waters. 
Nature's island in the sprawling sub- 
urbs is a place to spend peaceful mo- 
ments fishing, boating and walking. 


The area has been a center of con- 


troversy in the past. Disputes have 
arisen between residents and con- 
servation groups wishing to preserve 
the slough and developers who would 
rather see it the focal point of a devel- 
opment 


Efforts are afoot by the Prospect 


Heights Park Board to preserve the 
area with the support of those who 
make their homes on its shores. 


"They are tearing down so much to- 


day that they don't even realize the 
importance of leaving some open 
space to nature," said Barbara Har- 
ris, 104 Mandel Ln , and a resident of 
the newly incorporated community 
who is concerned about the future of 
the slough. 


The wetland, just west of Elmhurst 


Road and spreading northward past 
Willow Road, has special meaning to 
Mrs. Harris. Her parents have lived 
the past 30 years just a block away 
from the slough where she played as 
a child. 


TODAY, MRS. Harris brings her 


three children to the slough to observe 
nature whenever she can. 


The southern half of the slough, 


south of Willow Road and west of Hill- 
side Avenue, is where Mrs. Harris 
and her childhood friends used to 
play. It is heavily vegetated and held 
by a trust at the Maywood Proviso 
State Bank, Maywood. 


The Prospect Heights Park District 


filed a condemnation suit in 1974 to 
acquire that part of the slough. The 
district has received an Illinois Dept. 
of Conservation grant to help pur- 
chase the property if it is acquired 


The suit has been delayed in Cook 


County Circuit Court and attorneys 
for the park district are not sure when 
the case will be resolved. 


The northern half of the slough, 


north of Willow Road and bounded on 
the west by Hillcrest Drive, is known 
as Hillcrest Lake and is owned by the 
Hillcrest Lake Homeowners Assn 


Area residents purchased the 13- 


acres more than 10 years ago to keep 
it out of the hands of developers 


The park district has made ad- 


vances toward purchasing the lake, 
but it has not filed a condemnation 
suit for the northern half of the 
slough 


The park district owns 1 5 acres ad- 


jacent to the southern half of the 
slough off of Elmhurst Road. The 
Prospect Heights chapter of the Izaak 
Walton League constructed an $11,000 
nature shelter there in 1975 


The league and other community 


groups, government agencies such as 
the park district and area residents 
have continually united to preserve 
the slough. 


IT OFTEN HAS been a battle, not 


only against developers, but against 
the ravages of sewage overflow, soil 
erosion and dumping that could en- 
danger the slough's wildlife 


Those 
with 
a 
technical 
under- 


standing of the land say the slough is 
a "sponge" that soaks up storm run- 
off from the land around it rather 
than allowing the water to flood low- 
lying areas downstream. The slough 
is a link in the McDonald Creek tri- 
butary system that drains into the 
Des Plaines River 


But those whose homes border the 


slough say it is a place of tranquility 
that provides recreation and outdoor 
education. 


"The people here are very con- 


cerned about the slough It provides 
us with a magnificant view from our 
front rooms and kitchens.

Patrolman Vargo buried 
with full police honors 


A moment of prayer for 


the widow, Teri.

Arlington Heights Police Patrolman 


Alan J. Vargo was buried Wednesday. 


It was three days and a few hours 


since Vargo, 24, was struck down 
while directing traffic around an acci- 
dent early Sunday. 


The notice was sent out over police 


teletypes Monday afternoon. Almost 
100 cars from more than 80 depart- 
ments answered and formed Vargo's 
escort. 


Led by five motorcycles, the proces- 


sion rolled past with Mars lights twirl- 
ing silently toward the church. 


It was something not often seen — 


something not many want to sec re- 
peated. 


A POLICEMAN keeping the route 


clear said, "Have you ever seen any- 
thing like it? It's unbelievable." 


More than a mile long, the line of 


cars rolled through Arlington Heights, 
cars from Blue Island, Oak Park, Chi- 
cago, Palatine, Des Plaines, Kane 
County, Aurora and Joliet. 


The the hearse followed by the fam- 


ily cars came into view. Vargo's wife 
of 10 months, Teri, was barely visible 
as the family surrounded her in the 
big limousine.

Heights Fire Dept., who had fought 
Sunday to save Vargo's life, passed 
by. 


"VARCO'S PARTNERS, 40 patrol- 


men, stood at attention in the church 
driveway. Six others in dress uni- 


forms and white gloves lifted him 
from the hearse. His muted bronze 
casket was covered with the village 
flag. 


Inside, three priests, one from his 


old parish in Wilmette, celebrated the 
funeral mass. Men stared to stop the 
blinking and what that would bring. 


The procession to the cemetery 


•went through the village, past the mu- 
nicipal building, its entrance draped 
in purple and Vargo's star, 162, above 
the door. 


By the time the last mourner's car 


passed the municipal building, the 
lead car was at Golf and Algonquin 
roads. 


ALGONQUIN ROAD rises as it ap- 


proaches St. Michael the Archangel 
Cemetery and the line of flashing 
lights blended into the shortened hori- 
zon. 


It took more than 10 minutes for the 


escort to enter the cemetery and park 
four-abreast. Members of the honor 
guard raised their night sticks as Var- 
go's casket was carried past. 


The priest's words were carried and 


lost in the wind. A police radio was 
crackling with a call as the prayers 
were read. 


The cars, lights now still, left the 


cemetery. 


The family — an older member now 


turning her head in tears — re- 
mained. 


Even while the squads had entered 


the cemetery, one had suddenly 
peeled off, siren activated. Even then, 
the work went on.

night voted unanimously to ask the 21

with $300,000 to fund bus operations 
through Sept. 7. 


Des Plaines, one of the three larg- 


est NORTRAN communities is being 
asked to contribute $37,000. Wheeling 
is being asked for $8,300. 
/ An estimated $100,000 is needed to 
keep the system operating past July 
30. Without the funds the district, 
which serves 15,000 daily riders, will 
be forced to close its doors. A meeting 
is scheduled Wednesday to determine 
whether continued operations are pos- 
sible.

Authority created the financial crisis 
when it failed to adopt its 1976-77 
budget June 30 as required by law.
